Out Early in Royal Gorge 


At the unearthly hour of 4 o’clock thie 
morning every person on the train willingly 
turned out of warm berths into the chill, 
almost frosty air, to spend fifteen minutes 


‘rock. Royal Gorge, the spot eo called, 
in reality is miles in length, but the 
train stopped just beyond the hanging 
bridge, a structure of fron supported from 
«above by steel flying columns imbedded in 
the rock on the opposite side of the roar- 
ing rebellious Arkansas River, whose source 
is here in the heart of the Rockies. 

The bridge does not cross the river, but 
is suspended along its bank at a place where 
the cliff is broken by a gully, down which 
in time of flood swirls a lesser Arkansas. 
The sun peeps into Royal Gorge few days 
in the year. The thermometer stood at 35° 
above zero during the observation period 

this morning. 

‘For five hours after the gorge was left 
behind one snow capped mountain after the 
other came into view and then receded to 
make room for a fellow. 

At 10:80 o’clock the train traversed Ten- 
messee pase, which practically marks the 
divide between the eastern and the Pacific 
slope. The pass is 10,200 feet above the sea, 
within 400 feet of the height of Pike’s Peak, 
Although the sun shdéne brightly the air 
was so cold that heavy wraps were donned. 

@omewhere hereabouts the Arkaneas 
River, which had dwindied to a rapid creek, 
was seen for the last time, But twenty 
minutes later the train was running along- 
aide, and this time in similar connection to 
another Stream, the Dagle River, one of the 
Sources of the Grand River, which, in con- 
junction with the Green River, forms the 
Colorado River.

The Northwest Mining, Trading, and De- 
velopment company was incorporated in 
Illinois in 1897.

The farmers, according to Colonel Bald- 
win, feel that the government should either 
reimburse them or restore the property. 
They insist that since the dams were put 
in the level of the river has made it impos- 
sible to drain any of the low bottom lands.

BONFIRE FOR A RULINd. 


20¥S CELEBRATE TULEY’S DECISION 
ON BOULEVARD CROSSINGS, | 


Court Promises an Injunction to Re- 
strain the West Park Board from 
Preventing the Street Car Com- 
pany’s Laying Tracks Over Park- 
ways—Commissioner Graham’s Atti- 
tude—Both Sides Seem Prepared—No 

_ Overt Acts—Gist of the Opinion. | 


The decision of Judge Tuley to Issue an in- 
junction restraining the West Park board 
from interfering with the laying of the 
tracks of the West Chicago Street railroad 
sompany across the various boulevards of 
the West Park system, announced in the 
ufternoon, brought joy to the hearts of 
several hundred small boys last night, and 
partly made amends for the wet Fourth of 
July.“ At Central boulevard and Kedzie 
avenue a bonfire was started and skyrockets 
were sent up to celebrate the victory of the 
company. Tar barrels, signboards, and 
anything else inflammable were thrown in 
a heap and a torch applied. The adult resi- 
dents of the neighborhood took no part in 
the enthusiasm, and it was common talk 
that the employés of the West Chicago 
company had furnished the rockets and tar 
barrels. 

Shortly after 7:30 o’clock a wagon dumped 
a score of barrels on the street at the point 
where the car tracks cease and several 
men soon set them ablaze. The men were 
joined in a short time by a crowd of chil- 
dren and a few elder people. Cheers were 
given for Judge Tuley, the West Chicago 
company, and a completed Kenzie avenue 
line, and there were groans for the West 
Park board. While many of the men on 
the outskirts of the crowd were from the 
immediate neighborhood, they took no part 
in the demonstration, and the only en- 
thusiasm was among the boys. 


Commissioner Graham's Position. 

Park Commissioner A. J. Graham, who 
had declared that if the courts should de- 
cide in favor of the street car companies 
he would prevent their laying the tracks by 
force, when seen during the evening said 
that he did not believe any attempt would 
be made to lay tracks within the space of a 
month. 

“As I understand the decision,’ he said, 
Judge Tuley ordered a truce between the 
parties, and forbade either to take any ac- 
tion until the matter was decided definitely. 
Even after Judge Tuley gave his decision 
there would have to elapse a space of at 
least ten days, in which the board could 
take an appeal to the Supreme Court. I do 
not know whether I will take any action 
or not.” 

Both Sides Ready. 

The Park board seemed prepared to pre- 
vent the laying of the tracks by force if 
mecessary. At every intersection of a boule- 
vard and one of the streets where the com- 
pany wishes to cross a policeman was sta- 
tioned on a horse or bicycle. The policemen 
did not move from the corners, and every 
little while a sergeant on horseback would go 
the rounds and talk for a while to the men. 
The policemen said that they had received 
no orders from their superiors as to how 
they should act in case an attempt was made 
to lay the tracks. | 

It was the general impression that if an at- 
tempt was to be made it would be made at 
the intersection of Kedzie avenue and Wash- 
ington boulevard. If the tracks were laid 
across that thoroughfare it would be possi- 
ble for the company to run cars down Ked- 
zie avenue with only one transfer. At pres- 
ent there is nearly a mile of track laid, ex- 
tending from Washington boulevard to Cen- 
tral boulevard, on which the cars do not 


run. 
The West Chicago people also appeared to 


be making preparations. A larger force of 
employés than usually congregate around 
the barns gathered at the Rockwell street 
and the Warren avenue barns, and several 
wrecking wagons, fitted out with apparatus 
for laying tracks and stringing wire, were 
in the barns. This is not the first time, how- 
ever, that there has seemed to be a pos- 
sibility of a conflict between the Park board 


and the company, and the park officials are 


not expecting any trouble. 
Judge Tuley’s Ruling. 

Judge Tuley decided that the West Chica- 
go Street railroad company had the right 
lo cross the boulevards at Kedzie, Cali- 
fornia, and other avenues, providing it 
pbeys the conditions of a general ordinance 
of the park board specifying the manner in 
which the crossings are to be made, but he 
held that the street car company was not 
bound to comply with the terms of the 
special ordinance of the board passed on 
Sept. 27, 1898, imposing other conditions. 
These, the company claimed, were onerous, 
and its refusal to obey them has been the 
bone of contention in the long 
The Judge said he would issue an injunction 
tomorrow restraining the park board from 
interfering with the laying of the tracks. 

The company claimed the right to lay the 
tracks across the boulevards under a city

Rights of Park Boards.

‘have the right to demand that the crossings 
be made in such a manner as will least im- 
pair the purpose for which the boulevard is 
intended. Consequently, the court holds 
binding on the company an ordinance passed 
by the Park board on Sept. 16, 1898, in which 
it is provided that street car companies 
crossing.a boulevard must put in grooved 
Tails and so pave between the tracks and 
Dtherwise make the crossing as to interfere 
ms little as possible with the passage of 
vehicies; also, that if the companies do not 
make a proper crossing the commissioners 
can do the work themselves and collect the 
fost from the companies. The ordinance of 
Bept. 27, 1808, however, adopted by the park 
board, providing special conditions for the 
crossing of Humboldt boulevard, including 
the filing by the company of a heavy bond, 
the court holds to be invalid, on the ground 


that it is special and not general 
legislation, intended to apply only 
to this one boulevard, and affecting 


only one company. It was the company’s 
refusal to comply with the terms of this 
ordinance, which it claimed was onerous,

STRONG, PLAN TO GO

T was estimated yesterday by an expert 
that 100,000 pergons in Chicago had an- 
nounced their determination to go to 
Paris next spring. Half that many al- 
ready have asked either directly or in- 

directly for information concerning rates 
and cost of living about the exposition 
grounds. Yet one of the best known 
transportation companies in America de- 
clares, through its representative, that it 
would not give $10 for one out of a hundred 
applications they have received of this sort. 
No one can guess as yet how many Chi- 
cago people will meet in Paris next year, 
but it is certain that disappointments, along 
with mistaken ideas of cost and accommo- 
dations, will leave the greater number of 
them spending their vacations in Chi- 
cago or in less pretentious American re- 
sorts. 
The great expositions in the world's vari- 
ous capitals have grown in attractiveness, 
size, and attendance at each repetition, and 
all persons seem to agree that the attendance 
at Paris will be the greatest that has been 
known. No one denies that the popular 
judgment upon this score is correct, but 
transportation men declare that those who 
imagine that next year will be the best op- 
portunity to go to Europe are decidedly 
mistaken. To those who have a moderate 
amount of cash and wish to take a few 
weeks’ trip abroad, they say: Go now; 
you will not have as good an opportunity 
for two years at least.“ ) 
The club or party idea seems to 
seized upon the great share of those who 
are planning to go next year. The proposed 
parties vary in size from groups of half a 
dozen to several hundred. Few of these 
clubs, it is said, have any actual basis upon 
which to make terms with railway and 
steamship lines and landlords abroad. There 
are proposed parties in Chicago of busi- 
ness college students, school teachers, clerks, 
stenographers, neighborhood groups, and 
almost every other sort of classification. 
The country towns about the city are plan- 
ning excursions of varying sizes, and there 
is an endless number of those who are plan- 


ning to go alone. | 
Subscription Plan in Fav 


The most popular club plan is the savings 
or subscription plan. The idea is to pay 80 
much a month into a general fund and at the 
end have enough to pay the exepenses of all 
of the members of the group. Cook’s Tourist 
agency has adopted this plan, and a num- 
ber of the smaller organizers are following 
it. It is the foundation-stone of the private 
parties which are being planned. The Paris 
Exposition association of the Metropolitan 
Business College already has 200 members 
and $23,000 in its treasury. Two or threo 
other associations have several thousand 
dollars in their funds. 

With most of these associations the finan- 
cial part of the excursion is only in embryo. 
The agents and organizers of these are at- 
tempting to get rates from the steamship 
and tourist agencies before collecting their 
money, and are not able to secure the fig- 
ures. The steamship tariffs for next year 
are still unsettled, and this is the tae ayo 
block in all plans. The rates certainly wil 
be higher, but no one is able to say now 
high or to tell definitely when they will be 
fixed. The French hotel and boarding-house 
keepers also decline to make contracts, and 
prefer to put inquirers off to an indefinite 
time in the future. | 

The larger and better known transatlantic 
lines say they do not want this club or party

patronage. They already have received appll- 


cations enough to know they can fill all the

Estimates of Cost Vary. 


The cost of viewing the Paris exposition 
has been given in various estimates. The 
lowest price made is $100.) This includes 
second cabin passage from New York and re- 
turn, third-class railway accommodations 
abroad, two meals a day in London and 
Paris, four days in London and three in 
Paris. From this figure estimates range 
upward to $300 for the moderate priced 
travelers, and to all sorts of fancy figures 
for those to whom money is 4 less conspicu- 
ous necessity. Commissioner Peck himself 
places the figure for a comfortable trip, 


with a month in Paris, at $250, and thinks 


it could be done less juxuriously and by cut- 
ting down the stay for $175. 

The price of food, lodging, and travel is 
expected to rise, and the incidental expenses 
and extra charges about a great exposition 
of this sort also must be calculated in a 
table of cost for such a journey. The steam- 
ship rates probably will not rise to what 
they were before the cut of last spring, but 
the companies certainly have no intention of 
reducing them at a time when there will be 
so abnormal a demand for transatlantic pas- 
sages. One expert in travel says: | 

‘‘ There seems to be a germ which is breed- 
ing a desire to go to Paris next spring. It 
feeds on all the victim ever has read or 
heard about Paris and ita beauties and 
mysteries, The first stage results in the 
formation of the resolution t6 go.

“The excursion and club tate idea isthe 


one to which they naturally turn for relief 
from slender purses. 
large parties which have been in vogue 
among American railways for many years 
have fostered the impression that mere 
numbers can accomplish results for almost 
nothing. The one to whom the idea first 
eccurs immediately sets about finding how 
many of his acquaintances intend to go. 
He asks his friends, neighbors, fellow-em- 
ployés, business associates, and all of their 
friends. The result is usually a tentatively 
formed excursion party, varying in size 
from five or six to fifty or 100, or else ab- 
sorption in some larger group whose birth 
was of earlier date. | 

“It is these parties which are now trying 
for the solution of their problem. Those 
that have been arranged on sound and 
proper lines doubtless will succeed, with 
profit to their members both financially and 
socially. The others will result either in 
disappointments or complete failures. The 
vital point is; of course, the collection of 
enough money to pay the bills. The general 
plan for this is the savings system.” | 


Commissioner Peck Likes Olub Idea, 


Commissioner Ferdinand W. Peck rather 
encourages the idea of clubs for going to the 
expofition. He says: 

“IT have heard of a great many plans for 
going to the exposition in groups or parties 
and many of them are excellent. Repre- 
sentatives of nearly all of them have be- 
sieged me for an official sanction or indorse- 
ment of some sort, but I have refused all of 
them. I will not give any official indorse- 
ment to any company planning to care for 
passengers or exhibits at the exposition. 
There have been several hundred applica- 
tions in all. J

* believe it will be possible to see, the, ex- 
position comfortably for §250. The grounds 


are compact and the buikiings close to- 


gether, so it will not take anything like the 
time to see the buildings and exhibits that 
it did in the Chicago Exposition. It will be 
possible to see it all inside of two: or three 
weeks and much of the city as well. Of 
course, one may go and see much at a lesser 
figure—for $175, or even less—but it will be 
necessary to live at less expensive places 
and to travel as cheaply as possible. I have 
made no close estimates of the cost, but that 
is my present judgment. E 
My advice to those who expect to attend 


the exposition is to go between the first of 


April and the middle of May. The steam- 
ship rates proWably will be lower at that 
time than later in the summer, and the hotels 
will not be so crowded or their rates so high. 
All of the exhibits may not be in place, but 
the advantages will be guch greater than 
the inconveniences. There may be another 
favorable opportunity along in October, but 
I should not advise those who wish to travel 
cheaply to figure on going in the summer.”

Views of Cook’s Agent. 
Thomas Cook & Son are planning to carry 
a great throng during the spring and sum- 
mer. Their rates vary from $100 to $150, 
according to the stay in Paris and London. 
Their agent in Chicago said: 1 


„Our plans for handling the crowd are 


partly made and we expect to have them 
completed within a short time. We have 
offered a portion of our tours to the exposi- 
tion at a subscription. We chargé a fee of 
$10 for registration and fifteen monthly pay- 
ments of $6 each. We expect to take these 
cheaper rate tourists across the ocean as 
second cabin passengers in the slower steam- 
ers. In Paris we have our regular arrange- 
ments for caring for the people, and in addl- 
tion are building hotels of ourown. 
We are continually requested to make 
rates for parties who wish to go to the ex- 
position, or to take parties off the hands of 
persons who have organized them. Wecan- 
not give them much encouragement except 
to offer them our regular rate. It seems 
that almost every man in a small town who 
has organized a picnic in the past is prepar- 
ing to conduct a party to Paris next year. 
But few of them have any money in sight 
or are prepared to close any offer we might 
make them. x, | 
The whole thing seems to be speculative. 
They come in here daily and don't under- 
stand why we cannot offer them a rate at

gin. One man said he was going to give up 
a position with a salary of $2,000 a year to 
organize parties to go to Paris.

more, and expecting to make money out of 


it themselves. Our own rates will be an- 
nounced as soon as we can get reliable fig- 
ures to base them on. 

Those who do not care particularly for 
the exposition itself are making a great 
mistake in planning to go to Europe next 
year. If they want to go cheaply and com- 
fortably now is the time. Next year the 
crowd will be largely increased,-and the 
rates, both for living and transportation, 
will be higher. Of course, if they are going 
for the exposition itself it is a different 
thing, but most of the people seem to be 
under the impression that it will be a good 
year to go abroad. Theyaremistaken. Not 
only will the charges be higher, but I do 
not beileve that Paris can accommodate 
the crowd. There are not the facilities for 
handling large crowds over there that we 
have in this country. They have no im- 
mense stocks of food within easy reach or 
the means of transporting it. The food all 
must be brought in from the country. There 
are no stock-yards or systems of handling 
vegetables and it ‘will result, no doubt, in 
the price of food being excessively high. 

“There undoubtedly will be a great rush 
from this country and we will be able to 
handle them: ome will be disappointed, 
but some of those who are members of 
proper parties which are being organized 
ought to get along nicely.” | 

Steamship Lines Give No Rates. 

None of the thaksatlantic steamship lines 

is prepared to discuss rates or plans. The 


agents in Chicago all say they cannot make 
any arrangements for the next spring. They 


are still in the midst of the rush which the 


cut in the price of the spring bookings 
brought on, and say that must be disposed 
of and out of the way before the companies 
will be able to agree upon rates or make fig- 
ures independently. They hardly expect to 
be able to make any announcements before 
fall. They all have been besieged for club 
rates, even to a greater extent than have 
the tourist companies, but have been able to 
give them no satisfaction. 

The Cunard line agents say they are turn- 
ing people away daily because they cannot 
quote rates. F. G. Whiting, manager of 
the Chicago office, said: 

“A great many people have been asking 
us to make rates for clubs and parties that 
they have organized, but we cannot quote 
because even the company 
itself does not know what they will be for 
next spring. We do not care for that sort 
of trade especially, anyway. We have been 
able to fill all of our boats this year and 
have been forced to turn people away un- 
satisfied, so that with the increased rush 
next year there is no doubt we can secure 
all the passengers we can handle at the 
regular rates. The clubs all want a reduced 
rate, of course, and we are not hunting for 
cheaper priced patrons.“ 

The agents of the International Transpor- 
tation company, which operates the Ameri- 
can and Red Star lines, are likewise unable 
to give information to clubs or individuals, 
for the same reason. This company, too, 
expects to be able to get all the patronage 
it can accommodate at the full rates and 
will not bother to hunt for the patronage 


It is the same with all of the steamship 


companies, so far as rates are concerned. 


They will not stop in the present rush of 
business to figure on what they will charge 
It would seem from the 
attitude of the local agents that the clubs 
and cheaper tourists will be forced to con- 
tent themselves with the less known lines 
or a few of the slower boats of the old com- 


panies. | 
Plan of “ Paris Associations.” 


In the face of this inability to secure fig- 
ures and the discouragements which some 
advance, the Paris associations,"’ as they 
are coming to be called, are struggling along 
as best they can. The largest and best or- 
ganized seems to be that of the Metropolitan 
Business College. This has been in existence 
for three years and is steadily increasing.its 
capital. It has nearly $23,000 on deposit in 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank and over 


200 members. It was organized to accommo- 
date the students and alumni of the college 
who wished to go, and its directors are still 
mainly of the faculty of that institution, but 
the scope has been broadened until it is now 
limited only to“ any respectable person.“ 

The admission fee prior to May 1, 1899, was 
$5 and since that date has been $10. Each 
member is to pay $125 into the excursion 
fund in equal monthly payments before May 
1, 1900. This money is placed at interest and 
entertainments of various sorts are being 
given to help swell the fund. It is expected 
by this means to have $175 for the expenses 
of each member. At any rate, the total 
‘amount will be divided equally among the 
members. Annual fees of $12 are charged 
also for current expenses. The interest paid 
on Jan. 1 amounted to $235. | 


Says Plan Is Co-operative. 

J. A. Lyons, secretary of the Business Col- 
lege association, sad: We expect to have 
enough to take the members of the associa- 
tion to the exposition and return with no 
more cost to them than was contemplated 
in the original plan of the party. Trans- 
portation agents tell us that $175 will be 
sufficient. For this we will give all trans- 
portation tickets and provide food and lodg- 
ing in Paris. 
operative plan in all things in which that is 


' cheapest, and leave our members to their 


own inclinations whenever that is cheapest 
and for the best interests of us all. Many 
of the members expect to remain abroad 
some time longer than is contemplated in the 
plan, and the steamship return tickets will 
be good for one year.“ 

‘Principal R. H. Rennie of the Walter 
Gresham School ts one of the trustees of this 
association, and the members include men 
and women of almost every profession. 

Another society has its headquarters on 
the West Side. It is called the American 
Tourists’ association, and has H. Doggett 
for its organizer. It is based on the friends- 
of-one’s-friends principle. and includes all 
sorts of people. The membership at present 
istwenty-five. These have been paying dues 
into the general treasury until the amount 
has reached several hundred dollars. The 
association also gives entertainments, but is 
dapending on the members to make up the 
deficit when the time comes for them to 
start. 


School Teachers Organizing. 


There is a quasi organization among the 
schoolteachers—or rather several of them at 
present—and there has been some talk of 
bringing these together into one large asso- 
ciation. The groups are scarcely more than 


parties of friends among the teachers. There 


is a coterie of teachers that has been some- 
what extensively in the excursion business 
in the past, and which is understood to be 
figuring on the project. Most of the teachers 
are on their way to Los Angeles at present, 
and nothing definite regarding their plans 
is expected before the reopening of the 
schools in the fall. 

A number of railway employés on the Lake 
Shore and other roads also are forming or 
have formed, organizations to hoard sav- 
ings for the purpose of carrying their mem- 
bers to Paris. Stenographers, employés of 
big stores and maufacturing establishments, 
and other groups of working people who are 
thrown together in business also are busy 
upon the same general work of planning 


to go to Paris next summer. 


Travelers who have visited Paris say that 
the best way to live there in ordinary times 
is in the pensions, which are far better in 
their accommodations and arrangement than 
American boarding-houses. In ordinary 


times it is easy to secure suites of rooms 
‘in these at moderate prices, and to eat in 


one’s rooms or at restaurants cheaply, well, 


and comfortably. Next year, however, they 


say that the best of these will be early 
seized upon by the wealthier visitors, who 
will be willing to pay advanced prices to 
secure them, and that there will be a horde 
of seekers for the cheaper and less desirable 
rooms. The restaurants, too, they expect 
to find crowded and less pleasing than in 
normal times. The hotels will naturally 
suffer from the same conditions. |

Mr. Ito, who is a lawyer, is a keen observer 
and talked freely regarding the situation in 
the far East, in which he agreed with the 
statements made by Lieutenant Kato, naval 
attaché to the Japanese Embassy at St. 
Peiersburg, which were published in THE 
TRIBUNE a few days ago. — J 

Japan's interests certainly lie in the di- 
rection of preventing the dismemberment of 
the Chinese Empire,” he said, although it 
is questionable whether it can be prevented. 
As matters stand at present this promises to 
come unless some exceedingly potent infſlu- 
ences are arrayed in opposition. Of course, 
this influence can come only through an 
understanding or alliance between the Unit- 
ed States, England, and Japan to preserve 
the integrity of China. It is because of this 
largely that Japan looks with favor on the 
entrance of America into the affairs of the 
East. If America and England could come 
to understand that they have vital commer- 
cial interests at stake in the preservation of 
China, they might feel more disposed to act 
with Japan in thematter. Their interests lie 
in preserving an open doorway into China 
for their trade, and they certainly will loxe 
this in the event of dismemberment, for they 
Will be confronted with hostile’ customs 
tariffs by the powers which have come into 
the possession of the territory. 

An alliance between England, the United 
States, and Japan could completely control 
the situation, because of their undoupted 
supremacy on the sea.“

THREE MURDER CASES READY, 


Daniel Driscoll and Andrew Nelson to 
Be Called Tomorrow and Edward 
Kelly This Week. |

Three murder cases are set for trial this 
week. Tomorrow Daniel Driscoll will be ar- 
raigned before Judge Stein charged with the 
murder of Robert J. Walsh: Driscoll shot 
and instantly killed Walsh in front of the 
latter’s office in the Roanoke Building, La 
Salle street, Feb. 21 last. Driscoll had been 
a janitor at Walsh's Hall, Noble and Emma 
streets, and had been discharged. He said 
that Walsh abused him when he was dis- 
charged. Driscoll declares that on the day 
of the shooting Walsh called him names 
and struck at him, which so infuriated him 
that he did not know what he was about. 
Andrew Nelson will be called for trial be- 
fore Judge Baker charged with the murder 
of John Sundstrom. Nelson’shot and killed 
Sundstrom while the latter was lying asleep 
in his bed at 1825 North Clark street on the 
night of Feb, 17 last. Nelson is a cousin of 
the widow of his victim. She was asleep in 
the same room, and her screams frightened 
Nelson from the house after the shooting. 


After emptying his revolver Nelson threat- 
| ened to kill the other membets of the family, 


but changed his mind and ran out of the 
house into Patrick McCarthy’s saloon, 1810 
North Clark street, and threatened to shoot 
the half dozén. men in the saloon. He was 
disarmed after a struggle and begged the 
crowd to lynclthim. Insanity will be Nel- 
Edward Kelly will be called for trial early 
in the week, probably before Judge Gary, for 
the alleged murder of Poli¢eman Bernard 
Kuebier last winter in Wentworth avenue.

Rogers said: 

“The slum and tenement-house problems 
must be settled at once. These questions 
must be solved and the quicker the better 
it will be for the city. The municipality 
must aid by caring for public sanitation, pay- 


ing streets, preventing the packing ot tene- 


ments into lots without proper area spaces, 
by condemning many such buildings and lay- 
ing out parks and playgrounds in these 
crowded districts of the poor. 
“Individual work must be done by our 
citizens of the boulevards and the so-called 
aristocratic wards—not alms, mind you, but 
simply taking a friendly interest in unfor. 
tunate families and lending encouragement 


by personal visits. If this is done these peo. | 


ple can be saved, otherwise they and their 
children will go down to bad ends. If this 
ig done the evidences of enmity of the poor 
against the wealthy will be swept aside. The 
people of the slums are just as good citizens 
as our boulevard residents. It is only en- 


vironment which has made the chief differ. - 


ence.“

Rogers made their way, the former stop- 
ping to shake hands with at least one lit- 
tle representative of each of the countless 
groups of children lining the plank side- 
walks and overflowing into the street.

These wards must be given af 
much attention. by the city as those which 
border the lake front. Provide good hous 
ing. good streets, clean alleys, and pro 
mote a feeling pf fellowship between 
districts of the city now so divided, and the 
pour of the tenement-houses will to the front 
and do the rest. They need only encourage 
ment and proper environment. One thing

Wales Volunteers. 

As I write the Prince of Wales is reviewing 
27,000 volunteers, a spectacle unsurpassed 
since the creation of the volunteer force. 
This is, of course, not wholly unconnecied 
with the present uncertain military situation 


and in the same connection the attention of 
‘American readers will probably not have 


been drawn to the significance of the bill in- 
troduced by Lord Lansdowne into the House 
of Lords yesterday. 

Conscription exists in this country, though 
the fact is not usually recognized abroad. 
The military force is by law provided, if 
necessary, by ballot and this would take 
place unless the act were regularly sus- 
pended each year at the opening of Parlia- 


ment. Lord Lansdowne’s bill renders the 


local authorities more directly responsible 
for enforcing this conscription ballot at 


‘short notice if necessary. He deprecated 


the idea that this was a step toward general 
vonscription, but its significance in this re- 
spect should nevertheless not be overlooked. 
In case of necessity, conscription by law 
could be enforced at a few hours’ notice.

The report of the French Millers’ assocta- 


tion on the Europ2an wheat harvest of 1899 


indicates that the drought in the Odessa and 
Nicolalef districts is so disastrous that the 
total Russian wheat production of 1899 must 
show a falling off of 33 per cent from average 
years,.and will be as bad as in 1897, which 
was one of the worst years on record. 

In Germany wheat is satisfactory, al- 
though slightly less so than in 1898. In 
Austro-Hungary the estimate exceeds last 
year’s production by 60,000,000 hectolitres. 

In France reports from twenty-one depart- 
ments show a marked increase in the wheat 
area, and the harvest, although injured by 
storms in the last fortnight, will slightly ex- 
ceed that of 1898, but should the present tine 
weather be succeeded by rain during the 
next three weeks there will be | a serious 
diminution, 


Anti-Dreyfusites Still Bitter. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the 
anti-Dreyfus agitation has been killed or 
even silenced by such wise and drastic meas- 
ures as the removal of General Zurlinden, 
the investigation of the conduct of General 
Julliard for his approval of Colonel Saxce's 
order of the day, or even by the ridicule 
brought upon M. Quesnay de Beaurepaire 
by the practical Joke of Karl, who turns out 
to be a professor of philosophy, heid in high 
esteem by the students of the Latin quarter. 

M. Ernest Judet in the Petit Journal, Roch- 
efort, Coppée, Drumont, Arthur Meyer, Mil- 
levoye and company are today more bellig- 
erent if possible than ever. They still fight 
for their lost cause with a fanaticism worthy 
of the Mahdi. They are bringing all their 
guns to bear upon the seven officers compos- 
ing the Rennes court-martial, in the hope

Incomprehensible as it may be to “an 
American mind, this irreconcilable band, in- 
cluding some of the keenest intellects of this 
country, is still convinced that the Dreyfus 
affair is the result of a huge foreign con- 
spiracy against France. 


Fears German Supremacy. 
Ernest Judet, in a flaming leader in the 
Petit Journal today, cites Emperor Will- 
iam’s friendly visit to the French training 
ship Iphigenie at Bergen as evidence that 
„the foreign policy of France is now made 
subordinate to that of Germany and to the 


caprices of the German Emperor, and the 


French army has become merely a branch 
establishment of the German army.” 

Emperor William, continues Judet, has 
realized the first step of his plan to come to 
Paris for the exhibition of 1900, which will 
certalnly be carried out. Should the Rennes 
court-martial decapitate the French army 
by the acquittal of Dreyfus Judet says that 
such a visit would be a tacit renunciation 
by France of Alsace-Lorraine and a national 
disaster. Judet's editorial is headed From 
Berlin to Paris.“ 

American observers should bear in mind

Ua HAVE THE CANCER SECRET 


‘London Expert Believes, However, That 
Dr. Lack Cannot Eliminate Treat- 
ment by the Knife. 


[SPECIAL CABLE 70 THE NEW YORK JOURNAL AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.} 

London, July 8.—When interviewed today 
on Dr. Lack’s cancer discovery, Dr. Mitchell 
Bunce, one of the recognized medical au- 
thorities of London, said: 

„Consumption and cancer are two of the 


almost every part of the world have to con- 
tend with, and probably the less accurately 
known is the cancer. To get at the root of it 
many men have made their life's work. In 
Middlesex Hospital a laboratory has been 
specially set apart for experiment toward 
dispelling some of the darkness which encir- 
cles the cause and cure of the disease. If 
Dr. Lack, therefore, has, as reported, dis- 
covered the cause of cancer, he has immor- 
talized his name. 

“I don’t think there will be any surprise 
in the medical profession if it proves true, 
for it has been anxiously looked for. The 
theory about a cancer germ has been ac- 
cepted on sufferance, as it were. It was pro- 
pounded by a well-known man, and as it 
couldn’t be refuted it has been allowed to 
take its place in the theoretical province of 
surgery a8 conclusive. 

There is no mistatking the progress of 
cancer, and the only known remedy is the 
surgical one of cutting away the diseased 
part. So far I can see that remedy must 
still hold good. 

Tou canpot compromise cancer with 
drugs or any treatment other than the knife, 
nor do I think Dr. Lack will suggest any 
other remedy. The finding of the cause will 
enable us to locate the exact extent of the 
disease, thereby enabling us to grapple, with 
tar greater success, with one of mankind's 
deadly enemies. 

“The fact that a select committee of a 
pathological society, which is composed of 
many leading medica? men, passed a favor- 
able opinion on Dr. Lack's discovery should 
inspire confidence. The deepest anxiety pre- 
vails among the medical men ot London to 
learn ‘all about the discovery, and I have no 
doubt the surgeons in the United States will 
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most deadly diseases that medical men in |

There are 
other signs of military activity, and a def- 
inite plan of campaign is again reported to 
have been carefully prepared for a possible 
emergency. The ostentatious display made 
of these military preparations is not well 
timed if President Kruger is in the mood 
for listening to reason; probably he its not 
so conciliatory as the optimists at the cape 
make out, and the Ministers are convinced 
that he will not yield until he hears that a 
large force of regulars ie on the sea. 

The best inside cues which can be had to- 
day indicate that Kruger, while’ conceding 
substantial reforms, will not satisfy Sir 
Alfred Milner, and that there will be a con- 
tinuance of military preparations until Mr. 
Chamberlain carries his main points, and 
obtains an adequate settlement of all ques- 
tions at issue. 

Political pessimists assert that the Min- 
isters are dismayed by Liberal gains in by- 
elections, and are not reluctant to make a 
sudden plunge in South Africa, even when 
there are no signs of war fever in England. 
Certainly there is no pressure of public 
feeling in favor of war, although there is 
a deep conviction in the minds of most gen- 
tlemen that Kruger has been played with 
long enough, and ought to be forced a 
spect the demands of justice.

German Emperor’s Visit to the — 
ing Ship Iphigenie Believed to Be 
the Turning Point in the History of 
the Old World—SBerlin Press Sees in 

the Incident a Relinquishment of 
the Traditional Idea of Revenge— 
Future of Prince Herbért Bismarck. 


Berlin, July 8.—[Copyright, 1899, by the As- 
#ociated Press.]}~Emperor Wiliam’s visit to 
the French training ship Iphigenie at Bergen 
on Thursday and his cordial exchange of tel- 
egrams with President Loubet were not only 
received with great satisfaction here but 
throughout Europe. As one paper puts it. 
it promises to be a turning point in the 
world’s history. 

At the opening of the Kiel Canal his Majes- 
ty went on board one of the French ships, 
but in the present instance, it is maintained, 
the Emperor set foot upon the deck of a 
French vessel, which is equivalent to French 
soil, by the express invitation of its com- 
mander, who was acting upon instructions 
from his government. 

It is therefore believed here that the many 
graceful and courteous attentions which, 
during the last seven or eight years, the 
Emperor has been in the habit of paying to 
the French government have borne fruit. 
The Emperor's act has been sympathetically 
received in France, though some see in it 
——4 a desire to visit the Paris exhibition in 


Comment of Berlin Press. 

Most of the papers print the Iphigenie tele- 
Brams without comment. The Tageblatt 
says: 

It was the first official act of France for 
a generation expressing a desire for more 
friendly relations. The courtesy of the 
Kaiser is gradually telling upon France. 

The Vossische Zeitung says: 

The incident must fill with satisfaction 
the friends of peace not only on both sides 
of the Vosges but everywhere in the world. 
It proves the present rulers of France are 
not hypnotized with the idea of a revanche 
and have the moral courage to show it.“ 

The Lokal Anzeiger sees in the incident 
proof of good relations. 

The Cologne Gazette looks upon it as an in- 
dication of how far French and German sen- 
timents have moderated recently. 

The Vorwaerts does not see in the affair a 
turning point in the world’s history, and sar- 
castically expresses the hope that Professor

The last report of the bank gives its re- 
sources to be exactly the same amount as its 
Mabilities, but it will be some time before the 
actual condition of the bank can * ascer- 


tained. 
Depositors Must Wait. | 
What will be realized on the loans, and 


the amount returned to the depositors, can- 


not be determined until an investigation has 
been made, and the assets of the bank have 
been converted into money, or the institu- 
tion is again placed on its feet. It is be- 
lieved a permanent receiver will be 9 - 
pointed in a short time. 

Immediately upon the failure of a bank 
the Controller appoints the bank examiner 
in the district as temporary receiver, to pro- 
tect the creditors, as a decision has been 
rendered by a State court which permits 
preferred creditors to absorb the assets of 
an institution before a receiver has been 
appointed, 

The case has been appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and until this is decided Controller 
Dawes will pursue the policy of making 
bank examiners temporary receivers. 


Hopeful View in Niles. | 

Niles, Mich., July 8.—[Special.]—At a meet- 
ing of the directors of the Citizens’ National 
Bank held last Wednesday the resignation of 
Cashier E. F. Woodcock was accepted and 
L. E. Wood was elected cashier in his stead. 
A new Vice President was also elected. In 
view of the injurious rumors in circulation 
relating to the changes in the management 
of the bank a run was made on that institu- 
tion this morning and after considerable 
money had been paid out National Bank Ex- 
aminer J. W. Selden closed the doors of the 


bank temporarily. 
The bank was opened at 9 o'clock this 


morning and in a short time the building was 


crowded with depositors, who became ex- 
cited upon hearing a rumor that the bank 
was insolvent. 

The national bank examiner came here 
Thursday by request of the Board of Di- 
rectors and made a thorough examination of 
the books that the newly elected officers 
might know the bank's exact condition. The 
examination, the officers say, showed that 
the books, papers, and securities are all in 
regular order and that the bank is in condi- 
tien to conduct its business successfully. 
The directors say that business 8 de re- 
sumed next Monday. 


Mild Run in St. Past, 

Paul, Minn., July 8.—I[ Special. I— 4 
* of the failure of the Savings Bank of 
St. Paul yesterday, there was a run on some 
of the other banks here today; but it was a 
mild one, and the fears of depositors were 
speedily allayed. The principal run was on 
another savings bank, the largest one here. 
A good many depositors drew out all their 
money, but as many more changed their 
minds when they were informed by the

who withdrew their money are expected to 
redeposit it Monday. 

Bank Examiner Pope today ‘made applica- 
tion to Judge Brill of the District Court for 
the appointment of a receiver for the Sav- 
Paul. The complaint sets 
forth the financial condition of the concern 
and contains this passage: | 


Grave Charges Made. 

“The trustees and officers of said bank! 
are now and have been for the last twelve 
months conducting the business in an un- 
lawful, unauthorized, and incompetent man- 
ner; and that a number of such officers, 
trustees, and employés—to wit: Thomas A. 
Prendergast; E. J. Meier, John S. Prince, J. 
C. Prendergast, Andrew Thaanum, and J. 
J. Farrell—have unlawfully appropriated, 
under the pretense of borrowing, the funds 
of said bank to thetr own use, and have 
otherwise conducted the business of said 
bank in an unauthorized and unlawful man- 
ner, and as a whole have failed to discharge 
their duties as provided by law; that the 
officers, trustees, and employés named, un-

The executive officers of the Eastern rail- 
roads made little progress yesterday toward 
an agreement for the advancement and 
maintenance of freight rates. Instead of be- 
coming smaller the task of the officials seems 
to be growing greater. Nearly every rail- 
road appears to have some particular griev- 
ance to be considered before consenting to 
a general restoration of rates. 

In the eyes of the railway officials the one 
encouraging fact is that all seem to consider 
the present situation so bad that measures 
must be adopted without unnecssary delay 
to restore rates. All agreed to continue the 
meeting in the Monadnock Block until the 
desired end is accomplished, even if it takes. 
all of the coming week to do it. 

One of the main obstacles in the way of 
advancing rates at an early date is said to 
be the number of contracts made by certain 
lines with big shippers to carry their traffic 
for the next thirty or sixty days at the pre- 
vailing low rates. The railroad men have 
not sublime faith in the promises of each 
other. The feeling of confidence which pre- 
vailed at the beginning of this year has 
given way to general distrust. Some of the 
weaker lines cannot blind themselves to the 
fact that standard lines were the first to 
violate secretly the rate agreement made 
last January, and consequently the roads 
which kept the agreement best, lost the most 
money. This is said to be the real reason 
why the Grand Trunk railroad takes so little 
interest in the present meeting. 

Vesselmen who have inside information as 
to the drift of discussion among the railway 
men are not hopeful of any advance in rates. 
They say there is open talk in the railway 
men's meeting of freezing out the lake lines. 
This would mean continuéd low rates on 
grain and merchandise from Chicago at 
figures just below the lake rates. |

INSURANCE PROMOTES SUICIDE. 


Men in Financial Troubles End Their 
Lives to Benefit Families—Simi- 
lar in Accident Cases. 


The Missouri! decision that the insurance 
company must pay the full value of the 
policy of a suicide unless it can show that 
self-murder was contemplated at the time 
that the policy was taken out will open up’ 
the question as to whether the insurance of 
lives encourages suicide. High officers in 
various companies have from time to time 
argucd that it does not, but statistics would 
seem to point to a different conclusion, In 
1889 the suicide rate of insured was 12.7 per 
100,000, while in 1898 it had risen to 17 per 
100,000. Where insurance companies declare 
that they will not contest any suicide claims 
they may be putting a premium on self- 
destruction. 
Some years ago, when the accident insur- 
ance boom was at its height in England, a 
commission was appointed toinvestigate the 
matter. It found that in cases where the 
premium on the loss of an eye was greater 
than for the loss of a leg, the company mak- 
ing the offer had more eye claims to pay 
than anything else. Where the right hand 
was rated at the highest figure, more right 
hands than any other portion of the body 
were lost. This matter of self-mutilation for 
an insurance reward was clearly demon- 
strated by the testimony secured by the 
commission. | 
It also brought to Nght another interest- 
ing fact. The greatest number of accident 
cases were reported from that class that is 
known as the “ genteel poor.“ As the mem- 
bers of this class follow clerical or profes- 
sional careers rather than mechanical or 
arduous ones, the number of accidents 
among them, as compared with those who 
actually followed hazardous businesses, was 
remarkable. It was fairly well demon- 
strated that when they were hard up fora 
few hundred pounds they would take out an 
accident policy for the amount needed and 
50, to come home with a crushed leg or 
and as the case might warrant. | 
In the matter of suicide the man who 18 
in financial or other trouble is far more 
apt to solve it by ending his life, if his life 
nsurance will surely be paid to his heirs, 
than he would be if a reasonable doubt were 
raised as to the legality of the claims of his 
heirs to such a payment.

SUMMER DULLNESS PREVENTS SALES 
IN THE MARKETS. 


Weather and Vacations Interfere with 
the Progress of Negotiations—Re- 
cent Down-Town Sales Show In- 
comes for Purchasers — Auction 
Sale of Lots Held Last Week and 
Another to Follow con Saturday— 

Large West Side Lease Closed. 


The regular dullness has ap- 
parently settled on the real estate market. 
Last week there were scarcely any sales of 
moment, and, though deals are under way, 
there is no assurance that many will be 
closed till the fall. There may be an excep- 
tion to this in the case of property wanted 
for factory sites, several transactions of this 
kind being well along towards consumma- 


on. 
Some of the more recent sales made in 


_ @own-town property serve as reminders that 


income-producing properties are still to be 
found in the market. Nearly all the sales 
that have been made lately in the central 
business district were bought on the basis 
-Of'a fair net income to the purchasers. Some 
promise to yield unusually good returns to 
the investors. There has been nothing of a 
speculative feature in the market, and 
brokers say this indicates a steady growth 
to former values is taking place. 

In several of the transactions closed since 
the first of the year the brokers have shown 
that the funds thus invested came from 
speculations in stocks or on the Board of 
Trade. In this connection they say a new 
class of buyers is rising in Chicago, who 
will in time control the property as largely 
as the speculative element held it in other 
good years. 

Auction Sales of Lots. 

On Tuesday Robert C. Givine held an auc- 
tion sale of lots in the subdivision at Di- 
versey and California avenues. He disposed 
of 21 lots at an aggregate price of $8,000.

The 
sale will continue till all the lots are sold, 
as the property belongs to an estate, and it 
is desired to close it up. TheAerms of sale 
are as follows: $10 down on each lot at the 
time of sale, $15 more within thirty days, 
balance $5 or more a month, except Sixty- 
seventh street lots and corner lots, where 
payments will be $10 a month; interest at 6 
per cent on deferred payments. 


Progress of Stickney Enterprise. 

There seems now to be little doubt that 
the Stickney enterprise will be carrie 1 for- 
Men who are operat- 
ing in the neighborhood say the project is 
going to be carried through and certainly 
the negotiations this time have progressed 
further than ever before when capitalists 
have taken up the scheme to see what they 
could do with it. Reports during the week 
indicated that subscribers-to the $4,000,000 
capital stock of the Chicago Transfer and 
Clearing company have been found, and 
that thirty roads have agreed to put up 
$200,000 apiece towards the expense of con- 
verting the tract into the system of tracks 
and warehouses planned. 

The men who are promoting the project 
have said they will not pay exorbitant prices 
for the property, and when an effort was 
made some time ago to get big prices for 
holdings they needed the entire scheme was 
called off. It was reported yesterday that 
the corporation will control nearly 5,000 
acres. The enterprise is apparently going 
forward on a much large scale than original- 
ly planned, although the same features are 
included.

There was more weakness than strength in 
wheat yesterday, with closing prices e 
lower than the day before. As for several 
days past no encouragement came to the 
bulls from either cables or other advices. 
Statistics decidedly.favored the other side, 
and such trade as came into the market was 
purely local in its character. The early 
Liverpool was d higher, while at the close 
Paris was de higher on wheat, but 380 
lower on flour. Antwerp was unchanged. 
Opening figures showed no change, and fora 
couple of hours the tendency was downward 
within & to ic. This put September down 
to 73%@73%c, but immediately before the 
close rumors of heavy exports brought about 
a recovery and an advance to 74e. This, 
however, was lost, the close being at 734@ 
73%c. World's shipments looked large 
at 7,600,000 bu, and additionally so from the 
fact that over half of this quantity was 
American wheat. A suspicion of firmness 
was contributed by reported rains through- 
out. the Southwest, where harvesting is in 
progress. Northwestern receipts also 
showed a slight falling off, the three points 
reporting 459 cars, against 679 last week 
and 66: cars on the corresponding week last 
year. Indiana shipments, on the other 
hand, increased, being 1,744,000 bu, as 
against 2,220,000 bu last week and 1,544,000 
bu for the corresponding week last year.

BANK STATEMENT UNFAVORABLE. 


Big Decrease in the Reserve Suggests 
| Higher Interest Rates. 


The New York bank StatemPnt was the feature 
in the financial situation yesterday. It was un- 
favorable from a stock market standpoint, al- 
though from a banker’s point of view suggests 
higher rates of interest.

8, for irrigation and navigation, are 
as old as e oldest civilization of which we 
have any knowledge, and so long, at any 
rate, as ships plow the seas, or until aerial 
navigation revolutionizes all present means 
of transport, canals will never become alto- 
gether obsolete, and many of them, join- 
ing as they do one twin sea to another, will 
always be of vitul importance, particularly 
to maritime countries, 

Of the canals that have been cut, the most 
notable examples are the Suez Canal, be- 
tween the Mediterranean and the Red Seas, 
in the old world, and the Sault Ste. Marie, 
between Lakes Superior and Huron, in 
the new. 

Some tural channels, such as the Casi- 
quiare, — of several branches which unite 
the Orinoco with the Rio Negro, a tribu- 
tary of the Amazon, are ready-made canals. 
Others, like the Lukuga, which discharges 
into Lake Lanji (an expansion of the Upper 
Congo) the overflow from Lake Tanganyika, 
are intermittent. 
canals yet to be cut or completed, 
probably the most important are the Pana- 
ma and the Nicaragua Canals, both across 
the narrow neck of land which unites the 
estern continents. 
the Panama Canal, which has finan- 
red so disastrous to thousands of 
thrifty Frenchmen, about two-fifths are 
finished, and the rest will be completed 
doubtless by English energy and capital. 
The Nicaragua Canal is, for the most part, 
ready-made—of a total length of about 170 
miles, Not more than 30 miles will have to be 
excavated, It will extend from Greytown, 
at the mouth of the San Juan River, on the 
Atlantic side, to Brito, on the Pacific coast, 
and.will have six locks, three at the eastern 
and three at the western divide. 

The United States has got what may be 


‘termed an exclusive option on this yet-to- 


be-cut interoceanic waterway, and has 
warned the world that its banks will be 
regarded an virtually a part of its coast- 


line and an extension of its frontier. 

A ‘short cut across the Isthmus of 
Krah would enable vessels to pass directly 
from the Indian Ocean to the Gulf of Siam 
and the China Seas, and thus save the long 
passage through the Straits of Malacca and 
round Singapore. Some enterprising Ameri- 
can capitalists propose to cut a canal right 
across the narrowest part of Florida, and 
this, no doubt, will soon follow the com- 
pletion of the Nicaragua Canal. 

The Japanese, prompted by naval exi- 
gencies, are about to cut a sea-to-sea canal, 

so that their smaller war vessels can pass 
quickly from the Pacific to the Sea of Japan, 
and vice versa. Russia, by her new Black 
Sea and Baltic Ship Canal, will connect her 
naval port of Nicolaſeff in the south with 
the arsenal of Libau in the north, and this 
also, no doubt, be of considerable 
commercial utility. 

The Belgians, desirous, perhaps, of emu- 
lating our Manchester Ship Canal, are mak- 
ing both Brussels and Bruges ports de 
mer.“ while the French have a big project 
in the shape of a ship canal right across 
France, wide and deep enough for the 
largest battleships to from the 
Mediterranean into the channel without 
running e risk of becoming targets for 
our monster 100-ton guns at Gibraltar. Ger- 
many already has a waterway from the Elbe 
to Kiel Bay, by which she can withdraw 
or reinforce her North Sea or Baltic fleets 
without rounding the Skaw. Canadais now 
completing her magnificent canal system so 
that vessels may pass from end to end of the 
great lakes through British waters. Chi-

throughout the world will celebrate 
the day that commemorates the 


dawn of their political liberty—a day 


that corresponds to the American Fourth 
of July. It was on July 14 that the 
down-trodden populace of Paris asserted 
| itself, stretched its mighty arm in the awak- 
| ™ ening of its power, and tore down the Bas- 
 tile—the monument of monarchical despot- 
ism and cruelty. 
ruat marked the beginning of the most 
gomentots period in all history the asser - 
tion ot the rights of the individual man, 
wmrrespective of birth or condition, It was 
an uprising that shaped the destiny of every 
civilized nation on earth, put a quietus on 
‘the “divine right of Kings,” and brought 
about to a large degree the present system 
of constitutional government in practically 
every enlightened country outside of Russia. 
The French revolution is probably the 
greatest monument marking the progress of 


greatest monument in the progress of the 
revolution. 

The abuses that led to this terrible con- 
vulsion of a nation had been piling up for 
generations. The people had been ground to 
dust by taxation and humiliated by the in- 
sults of the clergy and the nobility, who con- 
stitited the privileged classes. A succes- 
pion of rulers had been weak, luxurious, and 
licentious, and a terrible contrast was 
shown bétween the extravagant living of the 
ruling classes and the abject poverty and 
almost destitution of the masses. The

From secret papers 
unearthed during the last generation, how- 
ever, it is believed that he was an Italian 
named Hercules Anthony Matthioll, who 
conducted negotiations between the Duke of 
Mantua and the King of France for the ces- 
‘sion of a portion of Italy. He sought to de-

LEADER APPEARS. | 
The mob continued to increase around the 

Bastile, but it was a disérganized and help- 

less rabble until Captain Hulin, a retired 


army Officer, took charge. He was a Swiss 


and had been in the French army for many 
years, but had retired. Several companies 
of the French Guards and a hundred armed 
citizens joined him in the march on the 
Bastile. Hundreds of other soldiers flocked 
to his standard end the real siege of the 


Bastille began. 


Curiously enough, the cry of “ Vive le 
Roli!“ resounded in the ranks. The com- 
mander sent a detail of men to get am- 


munition. They secured it, together with 


several cannon. 

Hulin gathered soldiers and armed citi- 
zens during his march to the Bastile to the 
number of several thousand. The half- armed 
mob rushed up the Rue St. Antoine amid 
the shouts of the populace. Hulin was met 


by a number of the Invalides,"’ who em- 
braced him and asked him for arms and per- 
| mission to join in the assault on the Bastile.

No one flinched, however, and a 
solid shot from one of the cannon broke one 
of the chains of the drawbridge. At this 
point Hulin was joined by Helle, another 
guardsman, and the latter began the de- 
etruction of several houses for the purpose of 
filling up the fosse with the débris. 

The drawbridge was held by the remaining 
chain. Two citizens scrambled up it in a 
shower of bullets and broke the chain with 
a mason's mace. The bridge fell with a 
crash, killing the man that broke the chain. 
A crowd of the besiegers rushed over the. 
bridge, but half of them were killed by the 
fire from the towers of the Bastile. The 
Governor's house was set on fire and the 
arsenal was threatened by the flames. The 


white flag was raised from the Tower of La 
Basiniere. Helic advanced to the fosse and 
Hulin endeavored to stop the fire of the citi- 
zens, who were mad with the lust of victory. 
Helle hailed a Swiss officer from one of the 


to surrender. The omcer asked that the fir- 
ing should cease, and declared that the gar- 
rison was ready to capitulate. The formal 
order of capitulation was lowered te Helic 
from a window of the tower, The document 
offered to surrender the Bastile immediately 
on condition that quarter should be granted 
to the Governor and garrison under the 
guarantee and word of honor as French offi- 
cers of the two chiefs of the assailants; but 
stating that if this capitulation was refused 
the garrison would blow up the Bastile with 
the 20,000 pounds of powder therein depos-

THE SURRENDER. 


The terms of capitulation were accepted by 
Hulin and Helic and the attacking forces 
generally. A small drawbridge was low- 
ered and Hulin and Helle started to cross it. 
But the mob surged behind them, and the 
bridge was fastened to the ground by 
bayonets. Hundreds of frenzied men fol- 
lowed the soldiers:and immediately lowered 
the great drawbridge. 

The soldiers were received with enthu- 
siasm by the officers of the Swiss Guard, 
who declared that they were now assured 
of quarter. De Launay, the Governor, 
dressed in plain clothes, with the red rib- 
bon of the Cross of St. Louis, stood near 
the troops. He held in his hand a stick, in 
the end of which was a dagger. He was 
accosted by Maillard, a citizen, with, You 
are the Governor of the Bastile? The Mar- 
quis replied in the affirmative and at the 
same moment Hulin came forward, em- 
braced him, and gave his promise that his

In the meantime a great crowd of citizens 
had rushed over to the two drawbridges, 
most of them armed with hatchets, 
pitchforks, and staves. This rabble threat- 
ened the Goyernor, who stuck by Hulin’s 
side and was hustled out of the fortress 
to the French Guard, on whom he calléd 
‘for protection. The mob, however, fren- 
zied with pent-up hatred of the Governor, 


made many attempts to assassinate De 


Launay. The latter, seeing that he would 
surely be killed, attempted to commit 
suicide with the dagger on the end of his 
cane. He was prevented from doing so by 
Hulin, who seized the cane and broke it in 
two, cutting himself in the act. | 
Hulin, assisted by some of the crowd and 
a few soldiers, fought his way toward the 
Hotel de Ville. He drew his own sword in 
defense of the prisoner, but at every step 
attempts were made to assassinate the un- 
fortunate Governor of the Bastile. The 
crowd increased at every step and when 
the two men reached the Rue St. Antoine 
the escort had been reduced to three soldiers 


and blows were constantly aimed at the pris@ 


oner. Three times the Governor was dragged 
away from Hulin and the soldiers and three 
times he was recovered. ek 
When the little escort neared the Church 
of St. Louis de la Culture another rush was 
made by the frenzied populace to gain pos- 
session of the prisoner. Hulin, who had 
given his word of honor to De Launay to 
save his life or lose his own in defending it, 
rushed into the middle of the crowd, threw 
away his sword, and seizing De Launay in 
his arms carried him in the midst of a lit- 
the group of the French Guard and called 
on them to defend him. The Governor of 
the Bastile exclaimed: ‘‘ What shall I owe 
you if you deliver me from these bar- 
barians? You would have defended your- 
self as I did had the King intrusted you 
with the custody of the Bastile. I always 
thought they would attack me; therefore 


I fired on the people.“ | 


‘PRISONER MURDERED. 


De Launay was calm and brave through- 
out this ordeal, but once, when the mob made 
another rush for him, he exclaimed: “ Why 
did they not let me blow myself into the 


air and crush these miserable wretches be- 


neath the ruins of the Bastile?” This was 
exactly what De Launay had proposed dur- 
ing the assault on the fortress, and actually 


held a lighted majch in his hand to throw 


into a mass of powder sufficient to have 
blown up the fort and every one within a 
radius of a hundred yards, He was pre- 
vented from doing so by the officer of the 
Swiss Guard. | 
Hulin succeeded in getting the prisoner as 
far as the Arcade St. Jean, where the mob 
made a determined rush to capture him. The 
escort had been reduced to two men, and 
the brave Hulin was unable to beat them 
off. They tore De Launay literally from his 
arms, and in a moment he was cut to pieces. 
Hulin was cut down and left in a pool of 
blood. | | | 
The Bastile was defended by a garrison 
of 130 men. Of this number only. five were 
killed and wounded, while the loss among 
the assailants consisted of elghty-two men 
killed and twenty-two men who subse- 
quently died of their wounds. More than 150 
were wounded. 
After the capture of the Bastile the citize 
broke into the cells and liberated all those 
confined there. They numbered fourteen, 
seven of whom were forgers. The other 


‘geven prisoners were locked up on the in- 


definite charge of “crimes against the 
State.” These were liberated and hailed as 
heroes by the mob. 


One was discovered chained to the wall

The trouble from the beginning has been 
that of plural voting. The Clericals have 
maintained their ascendency through the 
provision for representation on account of 
education.

By this method the Clericals have succeed- 
ed in keeping their ascendency since the 
foundation of the nation, and the clamor is 
now for universal suffrage, as it has been 
during every incipient revolution that has 
taken place since 1830.

Europe. King Leopold has never made any 
effort to check them, and has even gone to 
the extent of calling off officials who at- 
tempted to suppress their demonstrations, 


nation. It is the most densely populated na- 
tion of Europe, and much of the friction that 
has covered its pages of history has been 
caused by the fact that two languages are 
spoken by the people—French and Flemish. 


First Stroke for Freedom. 
For many generations the present terri- 
tory of Belgium was mixed up with the 
nationalities collectively known as the 
Netherlands, and it was a wise inhabitant 
that knew his nationality from day to day. 
It was in 1830 that the yearning for na- 
tionality asserted itself. News had come 
frem Paris of the success of the revolution 
there, and many of the propagandists came 
to Brussels and attempted to induce the in- 
_ habitants to follow their example. This was 
done, and the first outbreak occurred on 
Aug. 25. Mobs paraded the streets, and 
many state buildings were destroyed, The 
troops joined the insurgents, and the insur- 
rection became general throughout the king- 
dom. | 0 
At this time Holland and Belgium were 
joined together under one government, but 
the Belgians chafed at the enforced union 
and insurrections were common throughout 
the kingdom. The Hollanders were arro- 
gant, and even threatened to abolish the use 
of the French language. Matters went on

The Prince of Orange succeeded in bring- 
ing about a truce, but it was only a tem- 
porary one. The Dutch troops marched on 
Brussels without warning and captured the 
city without an effort. But this invasion

The early Belgian revolution owed its suc-

The agitation| for a more extended fran- 
chise was kept up constantly, and one min-

eral bills were introduced in 1850, but they 
were not satisfactory to the people. The 
clergy exhibited a growing spirit of exac- 
tion and intolerance, and again revolution 
was threatened: A new election was held, 
at which a great majority was returned in 
favor of the Liberals. The election in July, 
1864, gave a majority to the Liberals in the 
Chamber of Representatives and their min- 
istry, which had brought about many re- 
forms, was Poutinged in office. 

King Leopold died Dec. 10. 1965, after a 
reign of thirty-four years. He was greatly 
beloved by his people and respected by all 
the nations of Furope. He was often chosen 
in international disputes, and

He was succeeded by his eldest son, Leo- 
pold II., the present King of the Belgians.. 

On the outbreak of the war between France 
and Germany in 1870 Belgium saw the diffi- 
culty and danger of her position, and lost 
no time in providing for contingencies. The 
British government, however, declared its 
intention to maintain the integrity of Bel- 
gium and ind the two belligerent powers 
to sign treaties to that effect, Throughout 
the struggle between Germany and France 
the little Kingdom on the frontier of the 
warring nations remained tranquil because 
of this interposition on the part of England. 


 @atholics in Power. 

A ministerial ¢risis in this year, however, 
brought the Catholic party into power, and 
again the Kingdom was threatened with 
revolution; The Uftramontanes as the Cath- 
olic majority wag called, aroused intense op- 
position by introducing large masses of the 
Catholic lower orders to the privilege of-the 
franchise. Intense hostility was manifested 
by the Liberals and towards the end of the 
year the mob in Brussels took up the ques- 
tion and a mimic revolution ensued. 

The people demanded the dismissal of the 
ministers, to which the King finally assented. 
The elections of June, 1874, resulted in a con- 
siderable reduction of the Ultramontanes’ 
majority, but without actually converting 
it into a minority. 

In May and June, 1875, religious disturb- 
ances broke out in various parts and much 
blood was shed. At Brussels, Ghent, and 
other places religious processions, which 
partook of the character of party demon- 
strations, were attacked by mobs and many 
persons were kiiled and injured.

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BATTLE OF THE MAPS 


Arbitration Proceedings in the Venezuelan Boundary Dispute 


Will Deal Largely with Black and White 
Facts on Charts.

ABSHINGTON, D. C., July 7.—[Gpecial 
Correspondence of The Tribune. ]— 
One of the most interesting and im- 
portant features of the proceedings 
now in progress. before the arbitra- 
tion ‘tribunal at Paris for the adjustment of 
the Guiana boundary dispute between Great 
Rritain and the Republic of Venezuela is 
the study of mapmaking and of maps, both 
ancient and modern, which in any degree 
affect the merits of the controversy. 

The British lawyers acting as counsel for 
the Queen have submitted two enormous 
atlases composed éxclusively of maps illus- 
trating the Guiana country, accompanying 
their formal printed case and counter 
case ok eleven large folio volumes, and ex- 
President Benjamin Harrison and ex-Secre- 
tary of the Navy B. F. Tracy of counsel for 
Venezuela have submitted three great 
atlases to illustrate the Venezuela case 
and counter case of fifteen volumes. 
Supplementing these are several minor col- 
lections of maps that have been added by 
beth parties to the dispute since the other 
formal documents were submitted; and, 
above all, is an invaluable series of seventy- 
six maps, contained in a mammoth atlas. 
specially prepared and récently published 
by the American Boundary commission ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland in Decem- 
ber, 1805, to ascertain the true divisional 
boundary line. This latter collection repre- 
sents the best expert geographical talent in 
the world, and it may be said to contain the 
essence of all the geographical knowledge 
that can be brought to bear upon the sub- 


ject. — 
English Are Experts. 


The British, ot late years, have been noted 
for their skill and success in aggressive map- 
drawing. and the maps they have presented 
to the arbitrators are sald to support with 
wonderful ingenuity their claims to the con- 
troverted territory in Guiana. The Vene- 
zuelans, too, who were frightened at the 
danger of eventual absorption by Great 
Britain, have literally moved heaven and 
earth to make out a case in bleck and white 
favorable to their contention, But it is be- 
lieved that the map evidence prepared by 
the United States Boundary commission, as 
being more accurate, searching, and ex- 
haustive, will to a great extent discount 
both the Veneguelan and British made maps, 
and in the last analysis furnish the basis 
whereon the arbitral tribunal will found its 
decision of the controversy. Accompanying 
this collection, and élucidating it, are ex- 
pert reports by Severo Mallet-Prevost upon 
the cartological testimony of geographers, 
by Dr. Justin Winsor, librarian of Harvard 
College, on the maps of the Guiana region, 
by Professor George Lincoln Burr upon offi- 
clal and historical maps, and a list of all the 
maps extant of that region by Professor 
Marcus Baker of the United States geo- 
logical survey. 

The importance of authentic maps bas al- 
ways been recognized in boundary disputes. 
Unfortunately, there are maps and maps, 
and many much vaunted maps have been 
found to be not only valueless but actually 
vicious. It has been remarked by one of the 
most learned of map makers that if the 
greater Hulk of maps concerning a given 
territory were totally destroyed the world 
would not be a loser thereby. The vast ma- 
jority of map makers have been mere copy- 
ists, more or less faithfully reproducing the 
errors as well as the accuracies of their 
predecessors, and the number of those whose

Shortly after the receipt of that reply 
President Cleveland sent to Congress his 
memorable message of Dec. 17, 1805, where- 
by he electrified the country by his strong 
recommendation of a commission on our 
own account to ascertain and report the true 
divisional boundary with a view to resisting 
the claims of Great Britain by every means 
in our power on the ground that the Monroe 
doctrine was threatened, if the investigation 
should show her to be claiming territory of 
right belonging to Venezuela. It will also 
be recalled that Congress, reflecting the 
popular sentiment of the country, responded 
instantly and granted the money necessary 
for the expenses of such a commission, and 
that President Cleveland thereupon ap- 
pointed a commission consisting of Justice 
David J. Brewer of the Supreme Court, 
Chief Justice R. H. Alvey of the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia, Fred- 
eric R. Coudert, attorney, of New York;

THE “DIVINE RIGHT OF KINGS.” 

The Emperor of Germany, in opposing the 
proposals for international arbitration pre- 
sented by the American delegates to the 
peace conference, because they would in- 
terfere with the exercise of the “ divine 
right of Kings,” may be taking advantage 
of this opportunity to avenge the blow given 
that false political doctrine by the Amer- 
ican revolution. 

The doctrine of the divine right of Kings 
is based upon the appointment of Saul, the 
first King of Israel, by permission, not by 
command, of Jehovah, through the Prophet 
Samuel. The doctrine has been supported 
in later times by the declarations of St. 
Paul and St. Peter, found in the New 
Testament. Paul in the thirteenth chapter 
of Romans says: “ Let every soul be sub- 
ject unto the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of God; the powers that be 
are ordained of. God. Whosoever there- 
fore resisteth the power resisteth the ordi- 


ceive to themselves damnation.” Peter in 
the second chapter of his first epistle says: 
“ Submit yourselves to every ordinance of 
man for the Lord’s sake: whether it be to 
the King as supreme, or unto Governors as 
unto them that are sent by him for the pun- 
ishment of evildoers and for the prajge of 
them that do well.” 

In the centuries when the people were 
not able to read the Bible for themselves, 
and received their knowledge of its teach- 


fined almost entirely to the New Testament, 
and when the King was head of the church 
as well as of the state, it is not surprising 
that the people could be made to accept as 
true the doctrine of the “ divine right of 
Kings,” and to fear to question it lest they 
be damned. The religious revolt of the 
Puritans, who in their reaction against 
Romanism read the Old Testament per- 
haps even more than they did the New, led 
to a revelatian of the falsity of the doctrine. 
This new knowledge cost Charles I. his 
head and George III. his Ae col- 
onies.

The saying of Napoleon, “Every career 
open to talent,” comes near to epitomising 
what it is the aim of the whole scheme of 
popular education in America to make possi- 
ble. It is admitted that the ie of it is 


a pretty large undertaking. It is not ex- 
pected to be carried into full effect before 
the close of this century, to say the least. 
It is, nevertheless, the theory clearly kept 
in mind—to prepare every talent far as 
possible for its own career, and 80 to give 
every American child a fair chance in life. 
And the ten thousand and more school 
teachers from every part of the country 
who are just now crowding into the bloom- 
ing City of Los Angeles for the annual 
ecnvention of the National Educational 
association are there for just thie pur- 
pose.. 

Consequently Los Angeles has the distine- 
tion, for the time, of being the educational 
capital of the country. This imposing 
national conference of educators holds its 
sessions July 8 to14. The first three days

His trials of the new vehicle seem 
to demonstrate that much time can be saved 
by the use of automobiles in collecting the 
mails im large cities. In the first trial the 
mall was collected from forty boxes on a 
route 3 — long in an hour and 


thirty minutes, The usual time with horse 
and wagon is over three hours. In one of 
the later tests a route of fifteen miles, with 
fifty-four boxes, was covered in ninety min- 
utes, Probably the saving ot time in these 
cases was partly due to the desire to makea 
record, but it seems reasonable that an auto- 
mobile should travel over a long route more 
quickly than @ horse. The new vehicles 
should be especially valuable in collecting 
and distributing the mail in the residence 
districts and outskirts of a great city, where 
the distances to be traveled are the chief ele- 
ment of the problem. The Postal depart- 
ment has demonstrated in Chicago and other 
cities that the street railways can be used 
to advantage by equipping them with postal 
cars, Why should not specially equipped 
postal automobiles, capable of running any- 
where without tracks, be successful? The 
Buffalo postmaster reports to the Washing- 
ton authorities that he will soon have an 


automobile n wagon service. The fur- 
ther results of the experiment will be 
watched with interest. Postmaster General 


Smith will do well to encourage a full in- 
vestigation of the subject.

JEW BOYS AS FARMERS. 


School for Their Education * 
Success. 


EACHING the Jew to be an American 
farmer is one of the unique objects of 
‘an agricultural manual training school 
located at Doylestown, Pa., near Phil- 
adelphia. This school, which is known 
as the National Farm School, is the only one 
of its kind in the United States, and fills a 
gap which the agricultural colleges of the 
country so far have been unable to cover. It 


provides a practical training in agriculture 


for city-bred boys that corresponds in many 
respects to an ordinary literary or scientific 
course in a city high school. 

Although the school is unsectarian and is 

open to pupils of all nationalities, ms prin- 
cipal object is the traming of Hebrews for 
practical American husbandry—an industry 
with which the race has heretofore had Hit- 
tle to do. Agriculture was the pursuit of 
the ancient Israelites, and the abandonment 
of it by the modern Israelite is the result of 
centuries of persecution, during which his 
ancestors were deprived of the right of till- 
ing the soil, and frequently of the right to 
possess it. The school was founded largely 
with a view to leading young Jews back to 
the time-honored calling. 

The school operates on the theory that if 
boys are scientifically trained and shown 
the advantages of farm life over the strug- 
gle for bare existence, to which the majority 


of them are doomed in the overcrowded cit- | 


ies, society will be benefited just that much. 
The name and standing of the Jew will also 
be raised in America. So, while the school 
is intended primarily for young Jews, it is 
a national affair, and is open on eee well 


qualified lad. 

While most of the agricultu colleges 
are largely experimental admit 
only th can show a high 
school diploma, the National Farm 
School admits those who have passed 


the grammar grade of the usual public school 
course—fully four years earlier than most of 
the agricultural colleges. In the agricultur- 
al colleges it is also true that most of the 
students come originally from the farms, 
and have had practical training in farm 
work. The National Farm School receives 
mostly city boys, who know practically noth- 
ing of farm work or farm life. The training 
given them is almost entirely practical. The 
theoretical side of agriculture is left for the 
higher schools if its students wish to go to 
them. They are made practical agricultur- 
ists, and the higher training is less essential. 
All the science that is taught is of Wan 
use. 

The school has been indorsed dy some 
of the best known Jews in America, and by 
some of the most prosperous American men 
who are not Jews. Oscar S. Strauss. former 
Minister to Turkey, and Adolph S. Ochs, 
President of the New York Times company, 
have expressed the opinion that its results 
are far reaching. The venerable Rev. Dr. 
Isaac M. Wise, President of Hebrew Union 
College at Cincinnati. and probably the most 
learned American Hebrew, has ‘called the 
school a blessing to humanity, and Profes- 
sor Edwin R. A. Seligman of Columbia Uni- 
versity has praised it in equal terms. Others 
who have praised its work are. Nathan 
Strauss, New York; B. Bettman, President of 
the Board of Governors, Hebrew Union Col- 
lege; Mrs. Minnie D. Louis, New York: the 
Rev. 8. H. Fleishman, Philadelphia, and the 
Rev. Michael Heymann, all of whom are in- 
terested in the social problems that affegt 
the Jewish race in America. 

School work and hand work go together in 
the course. From September to June the 
forenoons are devoted entirely to school 
work. The afternoons are given to work 
in the greenhouse, dairy, and th industrial 
labor. From June to September the entire 
time is devoted to fleld work. The school 
work teaches especially the sciences that 
underiie practical agriculture. together with 
English, mathematics, Uterature, 
and similar ar studies.

While the letter of Count Boni de Castel- 
lane to the Prince ‘of Monaco concerning 
the Dreyfus case is nothing else than a mere 
bid for notoriety on the part of a “ petit 
crevé,”” who would be doomed to hopeless in- 
significance were it not for the big fortune 
of his American wife, yet there is no doubt 
that he hits the nail on the head when 
sneaking of the Prince’s championship of 
Dreyfus. He says: If it is as the protec- 
tor of a gambling establishment that you 
intervene in the matter, permit me to tell 
you that Dreyfus would prefer to dispense 
with your interests in his fate.“ | 

People abroad, and espectally in this coun- 
try, fail to realize that one of the principal 
obstacles to the revision of the Dreyfus 


case has been the personality of those who. 


set themselves up ag his champions, True, 
there have been some fine men among them. 
who sacrifited popularity and who imperiled 
their future for his sake, and who are worthy 
of all praise. These have been looked upon 

by the adversaries of Dreyfus as mere 
cranks. But the greater portion of the so- 
called Dreyfusards have been people whose 
advocacy of his cause was sufficient to an- 
tagonize the masses of the people thereto. 
In fact, much of the opposition to Dreyfus 


in the past has been due, not so much from 


lack of sympathy or sentiments of hostility 
towards himself, as to feelings of aversion 
and downright loathing for his self-consti- 
‘tuted friends and champions. 

The Prince of Monaco is a case in point. 
He is a man, as every one knows, of the 
most evil antecedent$ and private life, whose 
pretensions to merit asa scientist are 
viewed with suspicion and taxed with fraud, 
and who derives the greater portion of his 
revenues from his partnership in the worst 
gambling hell of the entire world, a place 
which has justly been described as the 
plague spot of Europe. Naturally when 
the bulk of the French people find a man 
of his character championing a cause they 
are disposed to regard it with suspicion, and 
even to become prejudiced against it, all 
the more so when they see veterans of the 
French army, men who have won distinction 
on the battlefield, ue as General Mercier 


and General, the ‘Duke of Auerstadt, oe 
the opposite side. 


General ee s come in tor a good 
deal ot abuse in connection with the Dreyfus 
case. But he is ngt a man who is inten- 
tionally dishonest, and if he is to blame in” 
the matter it is for his intense obstinacy in 
refusing to acknowledge that he had madea 
mistake when it was proved to him that he 
had been guilty of an error. 

Generally speaking, veterans wearing the 
epaulets of a General are more popular fig- 
ures with the masses of the nation than 

isreputable creatures, such as the reigning 

rince of Monaco. Hence it is not aston- 
ishing that the people at large should have 
sided with the adversaries of Dreyfus rather 
than with the self-constituted chametone of 
the unfortunate man, 

Let me add that in Paris, too, the first 
people to proclaim themselves the friends 
of Dreyfus were precisely those who are 
subjected to ridicule, contempt, and aversion 
—namely: the new financiers of question- 
able repute and of still more doubtful ante- 
cedents and origin, who offend not only the 
old aristocray, but likewise the respectable 
bourgeoisie by the vulgarity and ostentation 
of their luxury. The circumstance that 
Dreyfus.should be befriended by these was 
quite enough to prejudice his cause in the 
eyes of all those who despise and dislike 
these people as intruders, as vulgarians, and 
as the people who have contributed more 
than anything else to exercise a corrupting 
influence in ner. political, and social 
affairs. 

Perhaps my sielathe will be better under- 
stood when I add that if these people had 
taken sides against Dreyfus instead of for 
him he would have received justice long 
ago. In fact, it is no exaggeration to state 
that no matter how much he may be ac- 
quitted, his innocence will always be open to 
suspicion in the eyes of the vast majority of 
his countrymen, ute 6 to the unpopularity 
‘and doubtful repute of most of his cham- 
phone, 

In this connection it is necessary to point 
out that Colonel du Paty de Clam. now in 
jail in connection with the Dreyfus affair. be- 
longs precisely to that portion of the French 
aristocracy which is most bitter in its aver- 
sion to the new rich and exotic class of the 
Parisian world—that is to say. of that ele- 
ment of society which instituted itself 
champion of Dreyfus. Family associations, 
his social relations, and last, but not least, 
his military surroundings were all calculated 
to lead him to take a prominent part in op- 
posing the campaign in behalf of Dreyfus. 

Moreover, it must be borne in mind that 
he was, after all, a subordinate officer, mere- 
ly of the rank of Captain when ordered to 
undertake the prosecution of Dreyfus, and 
that he was acting under the peremptory 
commands. of a number of Generals, chief 
among whom was General de Boisdeffre, 
at the head of the general staff of the French 
army. The young Captain had no reason 
whatsover at the time to doubt the integrity 
of General de Boisdeffre, and on the latter 
assuring him on his honor that Dreyfus was 
really guilty of treason, that international 
complications rendered it impossible to pro- 
duce the actual evidence of his guilt, and 
that it was necessary to obtain by hook or 
crook a confession or some kind of incrimi- 
nating testimony, hp considered tt his duty 
to obey. 

Where Du Paty de Clam has Arbe is in 
having executed with blind obedience and too 


much indiscreet zeal the orders of General 


de Boisdeffre, now known to have been, not 
only the chief scoundrel and instigator of 
the entire conspiraey against Dreyfus, but 
likewise grossly dishonest in financial mat- 
ters. For if Dreyfus was arrested by De 
Boisdeffre’s orders, prosecuted, tried, con- 
victed, and punished, it was with, the two- 
fold object of concealing his own betrayal 
of France’s military 
divert the public from his embezzlement of 
the secret service funds confided to his 
charge. Today even the bitterest foes of 
Dreyfus refer in terms of loathing to Bois- 
deffre. For they have acquired the knowl- 
edge that whether Dreyfus is innocent or not 
De Boisdeffre is a man without honesty ,hhonor 
or courage, who has allowed subordinates 
such as Colonel Henry and Colonel du Paty 
de Clam to suffer cruelly for having merely 
executed his orders. 

People in this country, reared in a sense of 
the equality of all men, cannot realize the 
extent of this unquestioned obedience that is 
exacted, especially on the continent of Eu- 
rope, by commanding officers from their sub- 
alterns. The latter are not supposed to in- 
quire into the right and wrong of the orders 
which they receive, or to question their 
justice, but merely to obey blindly. That is 
eg it is unjust to blame unduly such men 

u Paty de Clam. 

It is strange that one of the latter’ s an- 
cestors in the middle of the last century 
subjected himself to no end of popular 
odium and persecution of every kind in 
order to obtain the release and rehabilita- 
tion of three men whom he knew to have 
the galleys 
for life on charges of theft. He 


Colonel du Paty de Clam is a 1 uls 
by birth, but has never yet borne ee 
owing to the rules of the French army, ac- 
cording to which none but officers of the 


rank of Generals are allowed to make use

Parisian correspondents of 
English papers are wrong in describing 
him as having married a sister of the 
Belgian Duke of Ursel. It is the latter's 
eldest daughter, Henrietta, that the Colonel 
is married to, and her Christian name is 
due to the fact that she is a goddaughter of 
the Queen of the Belgians. Her brother 
Robert is married fo Mile. de Franqueville. 
whose father is a member of the nech 
Cabinet, owner of the great Erard piano 
business, and proprietor of the superb 
chateau and park of Le Muette, within the 
precincts of Paris. | Colonel is a mem-

exclusive and aristocratic of all continental

Aside from his great 

fortune, Don Juan Smidio is a man who is 


worthy of being welcomed to citizenship in 


any country. Few living men possess a his- 
tory so replete with daring adventures, he- 
roic actions, and rapid changes of fortune. 
He has taken an active part in nearly all 
of the revolutions and wars that have dis- 
tracted Mexico in the last three-quarters 
of-a century. As a boy he witnessed the 
fall of the vice regal power and the final 
triumph of Hidalgo’s revolution, and he 
saw Iturbide ascend the throne at the time 
of the first republic that had cost so much 
blood. Truly,“ says the venerable man, 
cannot remember how many wars I 
have been engaged in. I fought with Itur- 
bide and against him, and Santa Afia had 
occasion, and probably good reason, for at

A stranger is amazed at the comforts and 


luxurlies that are placed within easy reach of 


all guests who are fortunate enough to be 
welcomed to the Los Floritas ranch, There 
are over 500 miles of telephone wire on the 
ranch, making connection with a telegraph 
line that places the ranch house in communi- 
cation with all parts of the world. An ice 


factory that is seldom shut down supplies 
cold drinks to the 500 cowboys that are 


employed in looking after the cattle and 
horses. 

Ice is furnished gratuitously to all the in- 
habitants of the little Village of Guerraro, 
not far away. There are fifteen subover- 
seers dwelling on different parts of the 
ranch, and they are connected by telephone 
with the main office.

Populist Money Ideas. 


It is from our experience with the green- 


back that the Populist got his idea of a per- 
manent currency made of paper, behind 
which the government and people stand firm 
as thé eternal hills. 1 
It was from a study of the national bank - 
ing system that the subtreasury plan of the 
Farmers’ alliance originated. Government 


bonds are personal property, just as cotton 


is, and they are neither more durable nor 
valuable than cotton. Owners of bonds de- 
posited them in the Treasury and received 
90 per cent of their face value in notes, which 


they were permitted to use in banking, the 


government and the people being protected 


against loss by the property on deposit, 
which property would not be delivered to 


anybody until the notes are surrendered.

It was not, however, until the silver agita- 
tion possessed the people that the subtreas- 
ury scheme was fully developed.

Populists do not favor our national bank- 
ing system, not because bill holders are not 
always safe and current all over the coun- 
try, nor because it costs any more to borrow 
the bank bills than to borrow greenbacks or 
gold or silver coin, but chiefly because the 
national banking system is in practice a 
dangerous monopoly. Populists are not 
opposed to private banking, but they believe 
the power to issue circulating notes ought 
to be exercised only by the genéral govern- 
ment. Let bankers deal in private paper 
and exchange money and bills—do nothing 
but banking. Issuing notes to be used as 
money is not properly a part of banking. 
It is a governmental function, and ought not 
* delegated to private agencies of any 
National Banking System. 
Our national banking system had a 
peculiar origin. Up to the beginning of our 
great war we had always had State banks 
and none other, except the United States 
Bank, which was a sort of fiscal adjunct of 
the government. The first one lived from 
from 1816 to 1836. 
u e we ntin 
uspension of specie payments the 
banks at the close of the year 801, when 
money was much needed, made it obligatory 
on the part of Congress to provide currency 
for use by the government, as wellas by the 
people. State banks with no specie behind 
them could. not be thought of; and they 
would not serve present requirements any- 
how, because they were local and their notes, 
even when they were backed by specie, were 
subject to discount away from home. Gov- 
ernment business had been greatly enlarged 
of late, its transactions had been necessarily 


many times multiplied, and they were fast 


accumulating in all parts of the country. 
There was no time to stop and look through 
bank note detectors to find the standing of 
banks and the market value of their notes. 
Business was rapidly growing and the tide 
was rushing: What was heeded and what 
must be provided was a national currency, 
one that could be used in any t of the 
country where the government credit was 

But we always had been taught that re- 
demption of circulating notes was a neces- 
sary condition attaching to any kind of bank 
notes, and as the government had no specie 
except what was coming in from the receipts

-for payment of interest on the public debt, 


it was necessary that the government put 
itself behind the national bank notes; and 
in order to avoid the incurring of any un- 
necessary obligations it was provided that 
the banknotes should be secured by the de- 
posit of government obligations already 
issued. Then, if the government survived 
and was able to pay its debts, these notes 
would be paid before the deposited bonds 
were delivered to the own These essen- 
tial features are incorporated in the title of 
the original national bank act as follows:

‘That resolution was adopted by Kansas 
Republicans in State convention at Topeka, 
the capital, on Aug. 29, 1878. On the 15th 
day of the last preceding February Mr. In- 
galls had delivered a powerful speech favor- 
ing certain phases of monetary reform, es- 
pecially in the direction of an incfease in the 
circulating medium through the restoration 
of silver coinage. 
From Ingalls’ Speech. 
In 1890, during the period of great political 
excitement in Kansas, and when Mr. Ingalls’ 
case was pending, a free silver coinage 
amendment then before Congress was fav- 
ored by ninety-nine of every 100 voters of all 
parties in Kansas. As late as Jan. 14, 1891, 
just fourteen days before the election of Mr. 
Ingalls’ successor took place, he delivered 
a speech in the Senate, from which two brief 
extracts will show how easily the Senator 
might have satisfied his friends in the alli- 
ance movement eleven months before. He 
said: ‘There is, Mr. President, a deep 


seated conviction among the people, which 
I fully share, that the demonetization of 
silver in 1873 was one element of a great 


conspiracy to deliver the fiscal system of this 


country over to those by whom it has, in my 


opinion, finally been captured.”’ 

And again: Mr. President, there is not a 
State west of the Alleghany Mountains and 
south of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers that 
is not in favor of the free coinage of silver. 
There is not a State in which, if that proposi- 
tion were to be submitted to a popular vote, 
it would not be adopted by an overwhelming 
majority.“ | |

these facts and circumstances it is not din 
cult to conjecture the anxiety of Mr. Ingalls’ 
friends in the alllance up to the pivotal 
period in 1890, when it was determined to go 
ahead blindly, and without the powerful im- 
tus his leadership would have given us. 


3 Issue on Trusts. 

It is predicted that the trust question 1s 
to be in issue next year, 1900. Mr. Bryan has 
announced as much, and he has declared war 
against these commercial mastadons, and he 
does it in the name and by the authority of 


the Democratic party. Fusion Populists, or 


Demo-Populists, as Mr. Simpson calls them, 
think they must remain under the wing of 
Democracy in order to be in an anti-trust 
party.

The Democratic party is no more compe- 
tent to handle this subject than it was to 
meet the slaveholders’ rebellion in 1860-’61. 
The constitution was in their way then, and 
that troublesome document will impede their 
progress now. It is only five years since a 
bill introduced in the United States Senate 
by the Populist Senator from Kansas to pro- 
hibit dealing in options and futures was op- 
posed and defeated by Democratic Senators 
on the ground that it interfered with the 
rights and jurisdiction of States. And when 
the sugar trust demanded that one-eighth 
of one cent a pound duty on refined sugar 
should be written in the Wilson tariff bill 
it was put in, and every Democrat in Con- 
gress, except Senator Hill, voted for it, as 
did every Populist, save one. 

The Democratic party is not constructed 
for work of this kind. During the long de- 
bates in Congress on the tariff bill in 1804, 
when both branches of Congress were Demo- 
cratic, with all the important committees 
organized on party lines, and the President 
of the United States the most distinguished 
Democrat then on earth, and when the party 
could have passed any party measure that 
it desired to become law, and when Demo- 
cratic Senators and Representatives de- 
nounced Republican tariff legislation as be- 
ing the womb from which trusts issued, not 
one of them proposed to interfere with any 
of the more than 100 trusts enumerated in 
an impassioned speech by Senator Vest of 
a Democrat of long and good stand - 
| Republicans Get the Start. 

Mr. Bryan and every other well-informed 
Democrat knows that so far as platform 
declarations against trusts are concerned, 
Republicans, having begun in 1888, have 
four years the lead; and that so far as legis- 
lation is concerned the only anti-trust law 
ever enacted by Congress was introduced, 
passed, approved, and put in force two 
years before the Democratic party ever so 
much as declared against trusts. 

On July 2, 1890, An act to protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful restraints 
and monopolles was approved by Presi- 
dent Harrison. The bill was introduced by 
Senator John Sherman on Dec. 4, 1889, and, 
being the first bill introduced in the Senate 
at that session, it was marked Senate bili 
Fifty-first Congress, first session.” 
Following are two sections of the bill as ſt 
was passed and approved: : 

Section 1. Every contract, combination in the 
form of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among the several 
— foreign nations, is hereby de- 


Then follow the penalties. — 

Section 2. Every person who shall monopolize, 
or attempt to monopolize, or combine, or — 
with any other person or persons to monopolize 
any part of the trade or commefce among the set- 
eral States, or with foreign nations, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing §5,000, or by imprisonment not exceeding one® 
year, or by both said punishments, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

That law has been held good by the gu- 
preme Court of the United States, and the 
Joint Traffic association—a combination 
among railroads—was dissolved under its 
provisions. 

Whether it is broad enough to cover man- 
ufacturing trusts has not yet been deter- 
mined, and if Democratic theories on State 
rights, as approved by the national party 
platform of 1806, are to govern, Congress will 
never be able to suppress any combination 
of persons not engaged in the business of 
transportation. The theory of ti@t party 
is that manufacturing is a State matter, to 
be dealt with only by State Legislatures. 
If that theory is correct, then the trust ques- 
tion cannot be made an issue in national 
politics, except so far as it relates to trans-

Elihu Root presided, and 
the speakers included some of the best 
known orators in the country. | 


Galaxy of Speakers. 

The diners were no less conspicuous than 
the guests. On the dais at the left of the 
chairman sat Chauncey M. Depew, and on 
the right was Senator Foraker of Ohio. 
Next to the Senator came the rabbi, a small 
man, who sat so low in his chair that his 
head barely showed above the table decora- 
tions. 

The large Banquet hall was divided into 
groups of diners surrounding nearly a hun- 


| dred small tables. Near the toastmaster’s 


dais sat William Dean Howells, Augustus 
D. Shepard, several politicians of note, and 
a railroad President. The favor of the even- 
ing was a silk American flag, half as large 
as the napkins. ' 
The speakers were uffusually eloquent. 
Senator Foraker was fiery in his patriotism, 
almost to the point of combustion. Mr. 
Depew made by far the strongest of his 
many orations of the last half dozen years, 
and then the chairman introduced the Rev. 
Dr. Emil Hirsch of Chicago.

Illinois gave Lincoln 
to the nation; Illinois holds his remains and 
reveres his memory as that of her most 
distinguished son.“ ; 

Five minutes later came his first climax. 
In another five minutes came the second, 
and the cheering lasted fulla minute, The 
rabbi had grown almost a foot tn stature, 
apparently, and his voice had broadened 
and strengthened until it filled the hall. 
Within ten minutes more he arrived at his 
peroration. That ended, he dropped into 
his chair and shrank into his former di- 
mensions. 

The audience! Mr. Howells was standing 
on his chair waving a napkin in one hand 
and a flag in the other. So was Mr. Shepard. 
So were the politicians and also the rail- 
road President. Presently Mr. Depew 
stepped around to the rabbi, and, taking 
his hand, whispered his congratulations. 
This led to more cheering and still more. 


The next morning Rabbi Hirsch’s oration 
was the feature of the morning newspaper 
reports, and New York had heard a new 
orator. There are many in that audience 
who will regret that Chicago is to keep him 
in the West.

Conditions Have Changed 
Materially the Last 
Few Decades. 


TRUST IS IMPOSSIBLE 


Publishing of Plays Successful- 
ly Carried On and Even 
Translations “Go.” 


SUCCESSFUL WORKS. 


T seems to me that in no business have 
there been more changes in the last ten 
years than the book business. It is with- 

in the memory of the youngést men when 
were first sold in dry goods or 
„department stores. I remember well the 
indignation of the legitimate booksellers 
and the reply of the publishers that they 
were in business to sell books and any one 
who paid for them was welcome to sell their 
wares, whether dry goods merchants or 
blacksmiths. Now the “-legitimates ’’ have 


ceased to grow), as their growls could do 


them no good. For a certain class of book- 
buyers the department stores are more than 
satisfactory. I mean non-bookish people, 
those who only buy the books of the day 
to read and forget. Your real book lover 
could never bring his mind to the methods 
of the ‘‘ bargain counter.“ He prefers to 
hunt for his bargains. 

I remember hearing many years ago that 
one of the original Appletone had said 
“When a publisher learns to look upon 
books as he would upon so much lumber or 
other merchandise, then he will get rich, 
but not while he has any esthetic feelings 
Tegarding them.’’. There is much truth in 
this, though it is not all truth. The Apple- 
tons themselves have never regarded books 
as they would lumber, and yet their business 
is capitalized at $2,000,000. 


Book Trust Not Possible. 
In ͤ discussing the question of book trusts 


with a publisher the other day he said that 
de did not believe it would be possible for 
. Such a trust, even if made up of well-known 


houses in America, to freeze the small pub- 
lisher out, in which respect ft was different 
from any other business. For instance,“ 
said he, suppose there is a big trust and 
a book like David Harum’ or! Mr. Dooley’ 
falls into the lapof the little publisher, that’s 
all he needs till the next plum drops.”’ ; 

By this time ‘I suppose that David 
Harum has sold nearly 200,000 copies. 
That, at a rough guess, is over $30,000 for the 
author and possibly $75,000 for the pub- 
Usher. You may say that the publisher's 
share is too large in proportion to the au- 


thor’s, but then you must remember that 


he has put up all the money and taken all 
the risk, and furthermore, if all I hear about 
the manuscript of this particular story be 
true, something is due the publishers for 
their valuable suggestions for certain 
changes in the original presentation of the 
story. I may say right here that one Chi- 
cago publisher who has been accused: of 
“turning don David Harum ’’ was not 
guilty of that mistake. He has written me 
a letter apropos of a paragraph of mine in 
THE TRIBUNE of last Sunday week, in which 
he says that the manuscript was given to. 
him by a friend of the author. It was slip- 
mod in appearance and had no title. He 
told the person who left it with him that it 


would have to take its course with others 


and for that reason might not be read for. 
five or six weeks. At the end of ten days it 
was sent for, with a note saying that it must 
be returned at once—read or unread. It was 
therefore returned unread.

years ago a publisher would as soon have 


_ thought of publishing a translation as a 


play. Now he has no objection to either. He 
has discovered that there are readers for 
anything that is readable. Mr. R. H. Rus- 
sell, one of our youngest publishers, makes 
a specialty of plays. He published a beauti- 
ful edition of “Trelawny of the Wells 
not long ago, and he will publish during the 
coming week a translation of Hauptmann’s 
The Sunken Bell,“ by Mr. C. H. Meltzer. 


The author calls it a German fairy play, and 
duch it is. The characters are symbolic 


rather than real. Mr. Sothern announces 


it for production, and this shows an interest 
in the literary drama which is something of 
u surprise to those of us who know him only 
as an actor of farcical or romantic parts. I 
am sorry that I cannot see a great success 
for Mr. Sothern in this play, but I congratu- 
late him upon his courage. It is well that 
we should see one of Hauptmann’s plays on 
the English speaking stage occasionally, 
even though they may not become popular. 
Ibsen certainly is not popular in English, but 
he is a great playwright all the same, though 
an unpleasant one. Hauptmann is not the 
craftsman that Ibsen is. The latter never 


writes a word too much. His lines are few 


and to the point, while the lines of Haupt- 
mann, judging from this play, are fatally 
long for the English speaking stage. I have 
just opened the book at one speech of fifty- 
six lines in length, and they are blank verse, 
as is most of the play. Mr. Meltzer, who isa 
personal friend. as well as an enthusiastic 
admirer of Hauptmann, has done his work 
with loving care. Curiously enough, he met 
Hauptmann in this country, in the practical 
little manufacturing town of Meridan, Conn. 
It was at the time that Hannele was put 
on the stage of the Fifth Avenue Theater, 
only to meet with opposition and failure. 
Mr. John Ashton, the compiler of a series 
of volumes of seventeenth and eighteenth 
eentury gossip, is just out with a new one, 
„ Fiorizel’s Folly.“ imported by Messrs. 
Charlies Scribner's Sons, Florisel being the 
Prince of Wales, afterwards George IV. For 
those who like their history in homeopathic 
and sugar coated doses Mr. Ashton's books 
are all that can be desired. They are enter- 
t.‘ning, and sufficiently true to give them the 


pe that fiction lacks. There is naturally a 


goo deal about Mrs. Fitzherbert in this vol- 
ume and it ia dun teat she was as clever 
as she was beautiful.

UBLIC opinion in Sweden and Norway 

is at present much wrought Up over 

a court and state affair which will 
figure in open Parlianment when that 

So far the 
Swedish government and the Lower House 
have refused to entertain a discussion of the 
matter, which involves the conditional ces- 
sion of Swedish territory to Russia, but it 
is certain that there will be a great sensa- 


tion when the time comes. 


In brief; this chapter of the secret history 
of Sweden will exert an ominous influence 
upon the foreign policy and the national de- 
fensé of,the monarchy, for it is said that it 
contains the explanation of the real cause 
of the continuous wrangle and conflict be- 
tween Sweden and Norway. The Ransa- 
karen (Investigator), a political weekly 
published in Upsala, the ancient Swedish 
univérsity town, has recently printed some 
facts in connection with this affair, which 
were, neither denied officially nor noticed in 
any other way by the government.

It is indisputable history that a Russian 
naval squadron appeared during 1838 “ for 
cruising purposes in the harbor of Stock- 
holm.

kroner for Anna Helga. The then Swedish 
Crown Prince, afterward King Oscar I., in-

Since then Swedish publicists and politi- 
cians began to make war upon Anna Helga 
and declared her to be a swindler who was 
secretly protected by Russia for sinister 
purposes. The Russian Minister, Dasch- 
kow, demanded of the Swedish government

ages for the insults offered Anna Helga, and 
he maintained a complete system of esplon- 


age over the unfortunate woman. In these 


days began the public discussion of the Anna 
Helga treaty with Russia. Two members 


of the Swedish Legislature, Mankalt and 


Vehr, who are still living, compiled a memo- 
rial which, in 1866, was submitted to Count 
Wachtmeister, then Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs in Sweden. The latter declared the 
facts stated in the memorial, which have here 
been given in substance, to be correct, but 
there the matter ended fer the time. 
Swedish politicians conclude from all this 
that the foreign policy of the kingdom has 
been brought into a condition of dependence 
to Russia, which is certainly injurious and 
probably dangerous to the neutrality and to 
the interests of Sweden. But, subsequently, 
the matter was discussed more particularly. 
The Swedish paper, Faederneslandet [Fa- 
therland], printed on Feb. 2, 1884, the sensa- 
tional statement that the Swedish govern- 
ment had delivered to Russia important 
ma and charts relating to the Swedish 
dal defenses, and that a proposed rall- 
road traversfng the northern part of Swe- 
den was in reality nothing else but to give 
Russia a military highway into Narway. 
The debates in Parliament at that time went 
so far as to propose intervention by fpre 
powers. Certain it is that Germany at this 
time recalled. its somewhat superanzus

Today his former haunts are usurped by 
the busy, thriving industry of the white 
man; the tepee is replaced by thousands of 
pleasant and happy homes; his wars are only 
matters of history; and his customs are sup- 
planted by those of higher culture and re- 
finement. 

The grand old University of Minnesota, 
with its thirteen different buildings, repre- 


senting as many and more departments of 


learning, fully equipped with both compe- 
tent instructors and utile apparatus, is, and 
has been since its earliest organization, the 
pride and glory of one of the greatest agri- 
cultural States in the union. Founded in the 
year 1852, when the confines of the then Ter- 
ritory of Minnesota had not been fully es- 
tablished; when the Town of St. Anthony 
was the only representative of the now beau- 
tiful City of Minneapolis; when transporta- 
tion was confined to the creeping white cara- 
van of prairie schooners, this institution has 
fought its way through the difficulties of an 
early and seemingly untimely birth; through 
the embarrassments of an injudicious guid- 
ance; through the perplexities of financial 
and pecuniary deficiency, until, with the aid 
of strong and unyielding champions of its 
progress, it has developed today into a sub- 
stantial institution meriting and receiving 
the praises of the commonwealth and the 
steadfast financial support of the legislative 
body of the State. 
FOUNDING OF THE COLLEGE. 
Under the administration of the first Ter- 
ritorial Governor, Alexander Ramsey, whose 
name is revered in educational circles to- 
day, the matter of a State college or a 
university was first agitated. A board of 
directors was appointed, and with no estab- 
lished basis upon which to promote its 
projects the body went actively to work. 
Regent Franklin Steele, a man of unwaver- 


ing loyalty to all the institutions of the 


Territory, donated the first ground, a,tract 
of several acres. During the next year a 
building was erected and with three in- 
structors the university was launched: upon 
its career. In 1854 twenty-seven acres of 
‘the present campus below the Falls of St. 
Anthony were purchased. Even 
was too small. 

Within the next few years 
leits, resulting from ‘troublesome business 
times, occasioned by the war of the rebellion 
and the Indian wars, did much to hamper 
and impede the growth. The present main 
building was erected: during that period. 
From 1860 to 1867 a charge of misappropriat- 
‘Ing the public funds the only blot upon the 
record of this institution—was laid against 
the Board of Regents, but after. investiga- 
tion it was found to be without, een 
and that body was exonerated. 

In 1868 the true history of: euere 
begins. The State Legislature made a cash 
appropriation of $15, 600, and the two town- 
ships set aside by the State, t together with a 
similar tract givem by. the gevernment, were 
found to be of considerable value, The lands 
were sold and the proceeds were invested. in. 
securities and bonds. Since that time it has 
enjoyed a remarkable period of healthy 
growth and prosperity. From year to year, . 
as it has been found necessary to provide 
for the ever increasing number of students, 
the State Legislature has given more and 
more liberally. Large spécial appropria- 
tions for new departments and to increase 
the scope of the old were made last winter. 

During the last’ decade the institution 
has gained that growth which is pointed to 
with pride today by every citizen of Min- 
nesota. In 1884 there were 277 students en- 


dead to 2 171 and the school year just 
closed recorded an enrollment of 2 830. 


PRESIDENT OF NOTE. 
‘The University of Minnesota has al 

been particularly fortunate in the . 
head chosen to shape its destinies. As vig- 
orous in its policy of progress as any educa- 
tional institution in the union, it has re- 
quired a brilliant mind, a diplomatic and 
wise executive, a man of large attainments, 
to keep pace with its many advancements, 
and to mark the gigantic strides it is expect- 
ed to make in the future. All these netes- 
Sary qualifications are to be found in Presi- 
dent Cyrus Northrup, LU. D. Besides pos- 
sessing these characteristics, which ad- 


mirably fit him for the exacting position, he 


is more than a brilliant scholar and an ad- 
-mirable executive. He is an orator with a 
wide reputation. His influence, his writ- 
ings, and his public acts have always been 
on the side of good government, honesty. in 
public affairs, and the uplifting and higher 
development of the republic. In addition 
to having acquired recognition as an orator, 
Prexy Northrup ‘has found time to con- 


tribute freely on public questions to the 


leading magazines of the country. 

A native of Connecticut, he attended Yale, 
and was graduated in 1857, securing several 
prizes for oratory and literary ability. After 
practicing law for a few years, he became 
the leading editorial writer for the New 
Haven Dally Palladium, a position which 
he resigned in 1866 to accept the chair of 
rhetoric and English literature in Vale. He 
continued in that position until 1884, when 
he accepted the Presidency of the University 


of Minnesota. W, W. Folwell was his pred- | 


ecessor. He occtpied the chair from 1868 
to 1884. A man of rare abilities as an organ- 
izer, strong in his conceptions as to the pos- 
sibilities of the future, President Falwell 
laid a Wroad foundation, and gave the uni- 
versity an impetus which resulted in its 
first substantial growth.

UNIVERSITY'S FRIEND. 


Ot all those who have served on the live 
the name of ex-Governor John 8. Pillsbury 
stands preéminent. From its infancy, when 
he foresaw that the university would need 

a larger site and he made the purchase of 
tiie necessary land for that purpose out of 
ts own purse, up to the time of his death 
his name was linked inseparably with that 
of tue university. The greatest monument 
to his genuine interest in this cause of ed u- 
cation exists in Pillsbury Hall, which he 
built’ ahd equipped at a cost of $150,000 
presented to the Board of Regents ready 
occupancy. This building contains an ong 
tensive museum of natural history, and is 
devoted to the study of that subject. 

-The recognized standing of the University 
of Minnesota is an evidence of the compre- 
hensiveness of its curriculum. In addition 
‘to embracing the usual departments ot 
study the scope of the work is to be still 
further extended during the coming year: by 
the erection of separate buildings for ine 
study of anatomy, chemistry, physics, and 
the mechanical arts. 

The faculty of the University of Minnesota 
contains a number of men who are not un- 
known in the professions, in Mterature, and 
in scientific circlés. Many of these first at- 
tained prominenee through their connection 
with Eastern and older institutions.

A prominent feature of university work is 
the course in practical and theoretical ag- 
riculture. The College of Agriculture is lo- 
cated three miles from the university, and 
fis surrounded by an experimental farm of 
forty acres, which enables the students to 
do the practical work of farming in connec- 
tion with their collegiate studies. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 
Little was done in the way of giving in- 


struction in agriculture until 1881. The land 


for the experimental station and college site 
was purchased in that year, There are now 


enrolled twenty students, each of whom is 
making a specialty of some particular line. 


During the winter several hundred students 
are in attendance, but the majority of these 
are in the school of ns which is 


| 


f 


preparatory to the college. Practical in- 
struction is in agriculture, horticulture, 
stock raising, sheep husbandry, dairying, 
methanical engineering, and other similar 
lines. Theoretical instruction is in the sei- 
ences, literature, and the arts. The work at 
the experimental station, with which the 
student is always closely associated, gives 
the instructors liberal encouragement for 
individual instruction along special lines, 

The University Library Building, classical 
in its architecture, with heavy Greek col- 
umns supporting a portico in imitation of the 
Parthenon, and with a frieze representing 
the arts and sciences, is by far the most at- 
tractive structure on the campus. It con- 
tains 60,000 bound volumes and many thou- 
sand reports, pamphlets, and magazines. 

Four companies of infantry and a troop of 
cavalry at the university and three com- 
panies of infantry at the Agricultural Col- 
lege constitute the military department. 
Much interest is shown in this work, and in- 
struction is given by a United States army 
officer detailed by the Secretary of War. 

The study of botany and animal biology 
is being promoted this summer by means of 
a houseboat on the Minnesota River. Acol- 
lection of all the aquatic animals in the 
waters of this stream is being secured, and 
will be added to the museum of natural his- 
tory. This is under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Henry Francis Nachtrieb. 

Frequent excursions for the engineering, 
mineralogical, and natural history depart- 
ments are made into the iron districts and 
northern regions of the State for the pur- 
pose of securing better information in regard 
to these subjects. 

Professor Conway MeMillan, head of the 
botanical department, is securing a large 
number of photographs of growing plants 
in their natural state. He is meeting with 
great success in this work. and it is believed 
that these photographs will be of great ben- 
efit to the botanical classes. | 
SOCIAL LIFE. 

The social side of life at the. untteratly is 
80 inseparably linked with the social func- 
tions of the Twin Cities that it is difficult 
to consider them distinctively. There are 


many university graduates in both cities, 


and they make much ofthe students. The 
first social event of the university year is 
the informal recéption tendered the students 
by the T. W. C. A. and Y. M. C. A. early in 
September. This informal is usually 
held in the armory. Every student attends 
and a feeling of good fellowship is incul- 
cated from the start. The post-examination 
jubilee is held after the first examinations 
and is an occasion for general rejoicing as 
well as a social good time. The next event 
in chronological order is the athletic in- 
formal given by the gymnastic and military 
societies. The members of the latter are 
invariably in uniform and during the even- 
ing there are gymnastic exhibitions and 
military drills. The dramatic club puts on

well as by the students. The junior ball 
is one of the most formal social events of 
the whole year. | It is held in the armory, 
and great preparations are always made for 
it, Only a limited number of invitations are 
seht out to those not students of the uni- 
versity, but the recipients of these prize 
them highly. | 


Commencement week the senior promen- 
ade and-the senior class play absorb the at- 
tention of those socially inclined to the ex- 
clusion of all other society events, The 
senior promenade is usually attended by 
from 2,000 to 3,000 people, with many spec- 
tators in the gallery. It is the distinctive 
social event of the year. 

Besides many other social events given 
under the direction of various university 
clubs and societies there is an “ informal ”’ 
at the armory every Saturday evening. 
Prominent people socially give dinners and 
parties in honor of individual students and 
fraternities to which the general student 
body is not invited. 

Nearly every Greek letter society in the 
country is represented by a chapter at the 
University of Minnesota and many of them 
have bought or built commodious and well 
appointed chapter-houses for the use of 
their members Among the latter may be 
mentioned Deita Upsilon, Phi Psi, Chi Psi, 
Theta. Delta, Chi, and Phi Gamma Delta. 
Other fraternities represented are: Zeta Psi, 
Alpha Nu, Kappa Kappa Gamma, Phi Delta 
Theta, Delta Gamma, Delta Tau Delta, Phi 
Kappa Psi, Sigma Chi, Kappa Alpha Theta, 
Beta Theta Pi, Delta Kappa Epsilon, Alpha 
Phi, Alpha Delta Phi, Delta Delta Delta. 
Delta Chi, and Phi Beta Kappa. These fra- 
ternities have their banquets and infor- 
mals and each gives one or more formal 
balls through the winter, adding much to 
the social life of the university.

Besides administering to the religious life 
of the students, this society also provides a 
loan fund for the aid of those who are not so 
fortunately situated financially as to be able 
to pursue their studies without help. It 
also conducts an employment bureau and 
looks after the welfare of the students gen- 
erally. The annual banquet given by this 
society is one of the social functions which 
calls forth a large attendance. 

The I. W. C. A. occupies rooms on the 
first floor of the library building. It accom- 
plishes the same work among the young 
women students that the T. M. C. A. does 
among the young men, perhaps if anything 
giving a little more attention to the social 
side of the young woman's university life.

UNIVERSITY ATHLETICS. 

The history of athletics in the Universit# 
of Minnesota is not confined to the last half 
decade, but extends over a period of from 
fifteen to twenty years. This institution 
was the first among those of the Northwest 
to organize a football team. It has a mage 
nificent record of early victories on the . 
iron. LattePy, however, the university of 
Wisconsin, the University of Michigan, and 
the University of Lllino!s have given far 
more attention to athletics, and as a resul§ 
each victory won by Minnesota has been 
closely contested. 

During the last school year the manages 
ment of the entire field of athletics das 
undergone a radical change. Instead of thé 
old team managers, a Board of Control hag 
been elected and hereafter their unpre}<. 
udiced judgment is expected to add to tha 
cleanliness of athletics. The men will be 
chosen upon their merits to fill the various 
places on the different teams, Already the | 
wisdom of placing the management in the 
hands of such a board has been demonstrat- 
ed by the good work of the baseball and 
track team. Both the students and the 
faculty are represented on this board. 

The work of the track team has always 
been a matter of pride to thednstitutiong 
In sprinting and bicycle riding some e 
cellent records have been made. In this 
fleld of athletics all students are eligible: 
and they take advantage of the opportunli- 
tles to such an extent that the general 
standard of the records is high. 

‘University authorities have never placed 
any restraint upon the students affiliating 
with any political party.

The origin of the office, which is in 
the Lord High Chancellor, dates 
back to the days of King Charles II., when 
it became the practice to appoint certain 
legal court favorites as counsel to the King, 
who as such had a right of preaudience over 
their less favored brethren. During the 
Teigns of Queen Victoria's uncles and grand- 
father, they were designated by the mystic 
letters of “ K. C.“ appended to their names, 
but. since Victoria has been on the throne the 
letters have been changed to Q. C.,“ stand- 
ing for Queen's Counsel... 


They are distinguished from the ordi 


barrister by the fact that they occupy in 
court a space partitioned off between the 
bench and that part of the hall where the 
less exalted members of the bar are obliged 
to sit. They recetve three or four times the 
amount of pay that is accorded to lawyers 
‘who have not attained the eminence of a 
“ senior" and enjoy both official and social 
precedence, which ‘is highly prized. Pre- 
cisely in the same way that the Queen's 
Counsel is debarred by etiquette and usage 
from accepting briefs entailing an appear- 
ance in any of the lower courts, in the same 
way it is impossible for a plaintiff or a de- 
fendant to secure a satisfactory hearing 
from the higher tribunals except through 
a Queen's Counsel, who invariably exacts a 
big fee for himself, and will never undertake 
A case unless briefed with a junior,’’ who 
does all the hard work and drudgery, work- 
‘ing up the law and the precedents in the mat- 
ter, with which he crams his senior.“ usu- 
ally just before the latter appears in court.

any point of law on which his opinion might

natural that he should have to ask and ob- 
tain the Lord Chancellor's permission before 
accepting any brief in cases against the 
crown. Formerly Queen’s Counsel had to 
swear that they did not believe in “ the 
damnable doctrine of trans-substantiation,”’ 
the object being to prevent Roman Catho- 
lues from becoming Queen's Counsel. But 
now that a devout: Roman Catholic occu- 
pies the exalted position of Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England, this’ ancient form of oath 
has been abandoned; After receiving his 
patent from the Lord Chancellor the new 
Queen's Counsel presents himself in each of 
the high courts of justice that happen to be 
in session, is welcomed by the presiding 
Judge with old-fashioned ceremony, and ts 
called within the br,“ that is to say, to 
the seat reserved for the ‘wearers of the 
silk, from whence he makes a low bow to 
the bench, a much less obsequious salute 
to the Queen's Counsel beside him, and an 
extremely condescending nod to the junior 
bar which he has just quitted. That com- 
pletes the ceremony. 
Man Who Takes Fees. 

The other branch of the legal profession— 
namely: the solicitors, while lacking the 
social and official prestige of the members 
of the bar may be said to enjoy the most 
profitable role of the two. They are the 
attorneys, and the name of solicitor is due 
to the fact that in olden times when the 
business of advocacy in the Court of 
Chancery was confined to the so-called six 
clerks, the latter were so overwhelmed 
with work that it was almost impossible 
for a suitor to get anything done in that 
court unless he mandged either to bribe or 
by interest to secure the good will of one 
of the six clerks above mentioned. For 
this purpose he employed men whose busi- 
ness it was to “ solicit’ the clerks, and 
thus to expedite the busigess. Hence the 

-name solicitors were first formed into a 
corporation in the reign of King James I. 
Today there are some 15,000 of them on the 
rolls, which is kept by the judge known 
as. the Master of the Rolls, in Chancery 
lane, London. The solicitor is not allowed 
to plead in any court, save the lowest, and 
in order to make himself heard in any of the 
higher courts, or even at the assizes, it is 
necessary for him to do so through a bar- 
rister whom he briefs for the purpose. In- 
asmuch, however, as he is the go-between 
between the barrister and the client, and the 
recipient of all the latter’s fees, his calling 
is a remuneratiye ne. The examination 
on which he has to pass is severe, far more 
s0 than that of the barrister, and he has 
to undergo a full five years’ apprenticeship 
before being placed on the rolls, or ad- 
mitted to the Incorporated Law society, to 
which every solicitor is obliged to belong. 

This supervision is now about to be still 
further increased by the state in restricting 
the operations of solicitors in connection 
with the management of trust funds and the 
pursuit of the business of banking and 
money broking. It is a step that is about to 
be taken on the demand of the Inspector 
General of Bankruptcy, who calls attention 
to the large number of firms of solicitors 
who have been gazetted as insolvent during 
the last twelve months, involving in ruin 
all those whio had been imprudent enough 
to confide trust funds, securities, and the 
administration of estates to their charge. 
The Inspector General points out in his re- 
port that, whereas banks are subject to 
certain supervision and periodical investi- 
gation, there is no rantee to be found 
against banking broking manipula- 
tions of funds by solicitors who have no

BIRD MOTHERS 


Grouse Attack an Intruding 
Man While Her Voung 
Flee to Safety. 


i 
DOG “KNOWS BETTER.” 
O bird better typifies the wild life of 
the woods than the ruffed grouse, 
partridge, or pheasant—¢call it what 
you will. Flushed from its forest re- 
treat in the autumn, the whirr of its 
wings through the falling leaves is like the 
whirling of a belted mill wheel. The rush of 
its flight through the brush strikes a sort of 
terror to the novice sportsman, who stands 
with gun in nerveless hands nor thinks of 
shooting till the boltlike pace of the bird has 
put it well beyond danger. 
This ts the ruffed grouse of the time of the 
ripened shellbark and of the blood-red 
sumac blossom. Then the bird's every et- 
fort is for self-protection. In the earlier 
year, almost before the pulsing fullness of 
the spring has passed, the bird that flees in 
the fall at the approach of the despoiler 
stays to dispute his right to intrude and, if 
necessary, to give him battle. 

Samuels, in his Birds of New Eng- 
land and Adjacent States,“ tells the 
story of an attack made by a ruffed grouse 
upon a man who stumbled on her brood in 
the heart of the wooded Adirondacks. The 
place, the writer said, had probably never 
before been invaded by human beings, and he 
accounted for the bird's temerity by saying 
that it probably. had never before encoun- 
tered a man. The incident was for a time 
considered unique in bird annals. It was 
more than duplicated recently in a ravine 
on the government reservation at Fort Sher- 
idan. There are not may ruffed grouse left 
in Lake County. The birds have been shot 
by market hunters and others until now the 
hearing of a spring log drumming is an 
ornithological epoch. The birds there have 
only too much reason to dread man. Yet 
there is one ruffed grouse that feared not 
death itself when put in the balance with the 
safety of its young. An army officer told a 
friend of ornithological trend that there was 
a ruffed grouse’s nest in a ravine which cuts 
across the old Sixth Infantry rifle range. 

here were eggs in the nest when the sol- 
dier saw it, but by the time the other had 
reached the place the young were hatched.

The first intimation the searcher had of 
the presence of anything living was a halt 
clucking, half hissing noise, followed in- 
stantly by a rushing sound and the impact of 
a heavy body against his knee. It was a 
case for a minute of both mental and physi- 
cal Stagger.

made the onslaught like a gamecock. The 
objective point was the intruder’s knee, and 
this she buffeted with her body and tore at 
with her béak and claws. Her victim car- 
ried a heavy eane, and the killing of this 
valiant — 2 would have been a matter of 
easy accomplishment, but admiration rather 
than resentment was excited by the attack. 
The grouse prepared herself apparently for 
another assault, suddenly changed her mind, 
and sought the shelter of the bushes from 
which she was soon heard whirring away. 
Her object hed been accomplished. She had 
drawn attention to herself until her little 
ones had time to secrete themselves, some- 
thing which they did so effectually that a 
ten minutes' search failed to disclose a single 
hiding place. It is possible that if other 
grouse could but learn that no shooting save 
at inanimate targets is allowed on the gov- 
ernment post the grouse tribe in Lake Coun- 
ty might in¢rease. 

When one of the men who make it a busi- 
ness to violate the law in order that he may 
make a dollar or two out of some egg shells, 
which, if left alone with their contents, 
would one day have burst into life and song, 
sees a bird fluttering over the ground as 
though badly wounded he knows at once 
that its nest probably is within a yard of 
the spot where he is standing. A search 
almost invariably reveals the treasures. 


The Stoic Bird. 
The bird undoubtedly save many of 
their homes when they practice this sub- 


terfuge upon, predatory animals and small 
boys. The thought that seems uppermost 
in the mother mind is “ if I feign being crip- 
pled this stumbler on my council will try to 
catch me.“ The bird flutters usually a dis- 
tance of about twenty yards and then be- 
lieving the finding of its nest imipossible if 
the intended thief has followed her flutter- 
ing that distance she is up and away like 
a flash.

Two opera glass bird stu- 
dents found a pair of larkfinches building in 
a stumpy pasture adjoining a stretch of the 
swamp of the Skokie. west of Highland 
Park. The bird home was visited daily until 
the young were about ready to fly. The day 
before the young, made the first venture a- 
wing the mother finch underwent a nerve 
trying experience. which shows that her 
bravery was of the heroic stamp and that 
the mother love was strong enough to over- 
come all thoughts of self. She was brood- 
ing her young in the little ground nest when 
an observer who was bent on seeing if the 
little ones had left home approached. He 
went on rapidly until he stood directly over 
the nest. The mother bird covering her 
young was between the intruder’s feet. Not 
a feather of the devoted bird stirred. Her 
head was turned slight! and 
in the depths of a beaks the ob- 
server saw the only evidence of anxiety. 
There was mirrored ar anguish, which noth- 
ing could voice.

The 
nest was surrounded’ with dried grass well 
beaten down, its color being much the same 


as that of the feather upper garments of 
the finch. Finally, as a test of the endur- 
ance of the bird, a hand was stretched out 
toward her until it was only three inches 
removed from the edge of the nest, Still 
there was no movement of the mother. The 
hand went gradually nearer until the fore- 
finger touched the feathers of the tail, 

Even mother-bird endurance could not 
stand such a trial, and the finch left the 
nest. Then there followed an acrobatic per- 
formance which, if its motive had not been 
known, would have excited nothing but 
laughter. The bird was using its utmost 
endeavor to draw the supposed enemy from 
hey treasure. One wing was spread out, 
dragging along the ground as though 
broken. The little creature propelled itself 
along the ground with its other wing, which 
it beat violently against the grass blades. 
Then it fairly turned somersaults in ap- 
proved gymnasium fashion. Finally, when 
it had reached a point about ten yards from 
its nest, it spread both wings to their fullest 
extent and skimmed the surface of the 
sheep pasture as though it were using a 
pair of sculls. Eventually it flew away to 
join its mate, who was scolding vociferously 
near at hand. It is, perhaps, needless to say 
that the children of that devoted mother 
were not disturbed by the hand of the man 
who had put her couragé to the test. The 
next day she led forth her brood in triumph, 
and ere this the juvenile larkfinches are 
foraging for their own food in that swamp- 
side, stumpy pasture, | | 


The Acrobatic Mother. 

A vesper sparrow. often known as the 
grass finch, and oftener, perhaps, as the 
bay-winged bunting, builds on the ground 
a structure much like that of the lark finch. 
A Highland Park bunting placed its home 
this summer in the wettest kind of a mead- 
ow. To be sure. the bird built on a knoll a 
few inches high. Every time one of the 
heavy rain storms came the surroundings 
were flooded and the bottem of the nest 
pretty thoroughly soaked. The nest was 
visited constantly during the period of in- 
cubation, and how the mother bird managed 
to bring forth a brood with her only living+ 
room in a constant state of damp is some- 
thing known only to mother nature and, per- 
haps, to mother bird. She had other trials 
besides those of flood. Cattle tramped con- 
stantly about her nesting place. She was 
in daily dread of having her home stepped 
upon and crushed, and her sitting was sadly 
interrupted by the fact that sne reit it in- 
cumbent upon herself to leave the nest and 
to go through some acrobatic perform- 
ances like those of the larkfinch every 
time a cow approached.
